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lowed the Sabbath in which He once had rested from 
His works, and His commandment and requirement 
continued the same in $spite of the inability of man to 
respond to the injunction given. But God had ceased to 
rest; and thus when the Jews unintelligently charged 
our Lord with breaking the Sabbath, His answer was, 
* My Father worketh hitherto, I also work ” (John v. 17), 
as though He signified, * My Father could once rest in 
and from His works; but sin has taken away that rest, 
and it is fneedful for Him and for me <still to work, 
because all that was once blessed is now marred.” Thus 
if there should ever be real and abiding rest it must be 
through redemption. 

And this is the prominent thought in the sanction of 
the Sabbath in Deuteronomy : © Remember that thou 
wast a Servant in the land of Egypt, and that the Lord 
thy God brought thee out thence through a mighty hand 
and by a stretched out arm: therefore the Lord thy God 
commanded thee to keep the Sabbath day.” Even though 
the law continued to be the ostensible ground on which 
God was dealing with Israel, yet their inability to obtain 
life through obedience had now been fully proved, and 
thus a new sanction of the Sabbath is laid down,— even 
that deliverance from Egypt which, as connected with the 
blood of the Paschal Lamb, was so typical of Christ's 
redemption of His people. The day spoke indeed of 
creation-rest, but the sanction connects itself wholly with 
grace and redemption, to which it thus points onward.

- And thus I believe that the Sabbath in Deuteronomy 
affords the link of connection between the creation-rest 
of the seventh day and the Christian observance of the 
first or Lord's day : the portion of time is the same, the 
sanctification (though often leading to different duties) 
is the same, while the leading notion of Exodus — 
creation-rest—is exchanged, both in Deuteronomy and 
in the Lord's day, for the result of REDEMPTION. We 
indeed have passed on to the first day of the week (the 
eighth day, so often typical of resurrection under the 
law), as not having to do with the relations of mere 
nature or of the old creation, but as belonging even 
now, as partakers of grace, to the new creation, as the 
head of which Christ rose on the first day of the week. 
Deuteronomy thus gives us a valuable intimation of 
the transfer of the fourth commandment into a higher 
sphere than it could have occupied if it pointed only to 
creation: its authority remains unimpaired, while the 
resurrection of Christ gives it a higher and more blessed 
sanction. To set aside the Sabbath, as testifying to the 
God of creation, was no light sin; but to disregard the 
Lord's day, as now presented to us, to which in redemp- 
tion the Sabbath sanctification of the fourth command- 
ment attaches, seems to involve the still more solemn 
thought of setting aside not the God of nature merely, | 
but the God of all grace; for of this the first day of the 
week speaks : to disregard the Lord's day seems to be 
a practical denial that Jesus the Lord is risen. 
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The observance of the seventh day did its typical 
work, and then passed away; the sanctification of the 
first day remains for those who in spirit are now par- 
takers of redemption through the blood of Christ, even 
the forgiveness of sins; and who as having the Holy 
Ghost as the earnest of future glory wait for the adop- 
tion, even the redemption of our body, when we $hall 
fully enter into that Sabbath-rest — oaPParwpds (Heb. iv. 
9)—which we now typically enjoy in anticipation.

Why not? It can do you no harm. It may do you 
good. 

What $ort of good ? Good that will last for ever. 
Good for your soul. 

That's all very well, perhaps you say, but a man 
must live. He has got to work hard for his bread ; he 
has no time to think of this sort of thing. 

I know that, my friend : at least I know it is not 
easy for you to find time to think. And that 1s just 
why we have this © Miss10n.” We want to meet you 
half way. When one week 15 just like rhe last, the 
right time never seems to come, to look after your 
soul. Not just now! Not just now ! seems the cry, 
day by day. 

And yet, if Death were to come, and find you just 
what you are, what would you do? What would you 
feel? Are you fit to die? Look at your heart : look 
at your life. Has it been made new and clean? 
Have you ever prayed this prayer : * Wash me, and I 
Shall be whiter than snow?' And have you got what 
you asked for ? 

If not, what $shall we say 2 What $hall we think ? 
Shall we let you alone? Would it be kind? Shall 
we let you alone till you fall ill some day, and so get 
time to think of that poor soul of yours? Would 
this be safe? What if no -such time ever comes ? 
What if your call to die comes at such an hour as you 
do not look for ? \ MU 


We cannot let you alone. We want to do as we 
would be done by. And if we had gone to sleep in a 
house on fire, we should not think it kind of you to 
let us alone. If you said, you let us alone because 
we seemed $0 tired, what should we feel, when we 
woke up at last, too late? Should we thank you ? 

Now, I said, we want to meet you half way. Let 
me tell you what I mean. 

If it were just for a FEw Davs, do you not think 
you could come, each night, and find 4t not so hard 
as to make up your mind to come to Church on a 
Sunday for the first time ? 

Just for a few- days, then, we say, CoME As yoU 
ARE, WHEN YOUR WORK 1S DONE ; Come ALL of you ; no 
man need mind his CLOTHES ; it will not be a place 
for fine clothes, s0 who need keep away for want of 

that? Fine clothes would look quite out of place. 
| Do you $till feel shy? Think of one thing more. 
*He was rich; yet for your sakes He became poor.' 
You know Who this is Who * became poor?' Did 
HE wear fine clothes? Only once; and that was 
when they were put on Him to mock Him!* And 
when *they put His own clothes upon Him' again, 
and fled Him out to crucify Him,” what sort of 
clothes were those? And even those poor clothes 
were torn from off Him, before they nailed Him to 
the Cross! Think of this! . . . . Can you s$tay 
away now, for fear your clothes are too bad to come ? 

Or do you say, © Why SHOULD I COME? I am no 
worse than the rest?” What then? What if you are 
not s0 bad as the rest? What if you are quite the 
best man there? You do not think that this would 
Save you? Each man has a soul of his own. Is 
YOUR OWN SOUL SAVED? If you were out at sea, 
and your $hip were to sink, would it do you any good 


#* St. Luke, xxiii. 11, 
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to know you were not such a heavy man as the rest? 
Would this save you ? 

You say, © BuT I 60 To,.cyHuRcn.'” A good thing, 
too, if you meet Gob there. It is the House of 
Prayer. It is Gob's own House- His Saints honour 
Him there. But *Gop is a Spirit, and they that 
worship Him must worship Him in s$pirit and in 
truth.” If they do not worship Him thus, they do not 
really * worship* Him at all. They might as well 
Stay at home. *The Lord 1s far from the wicked, 
but He heareth the prayer of the righteous.” What is 
the use of your joining with Gop's people, if you are 
not one of them? Would it make you rich, to sit 
near rich men? Would it help you to see (if you 
were blind) to have light all round you? Light is not 
Sight. You say, *I am rich;' but Gop says, © Thou 
art poor.” (Rev. iu. 17.) 

Take care, lest you get harm instead of good, each 
time you go to Church ; for God's best giits will bring 
a curse, if used the wrong way. A man might be 
blinded with gold-dust! TI have read of one who was 
really drowned in a cask-of wine ! The food you eat 
may choke you. Oh, think of this, you that go to 
God's House, but do not yet know Gop. And think 
of it, most of all, any of you that come to the HoLy 
COMMUNION, and yet have never turned from sin, and 
found Peace through the Blood of His Cross. © Repent 
you of your sins, or else come not to that HoLy 
TABLE !' 

I do not ask, then, Do you go to Church? But I 
ask : Are you one of those who can say : © We have 
Peace with Gop through our Lord Jesus CHRIST?” 
(Rom. v. 1.) Can you say :: 

* I do believe, I can believe, 
That JESUS died for me ?? 
What is your answer? Yes?” 
Then I do not want you to * come to the Mission. 
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Try to get others to come ; try hard, and pray hard ; 


| be bold, and brave, and loving ; do all you can to get 


them to go, and then pray ſor them. 

But 1s your answer, No ! I have xoT got Peace ; 
I do xnoT know God? 

Then, Come To THE MisstoN ! Come just as you 
are, in Soul and body. Never mind your clothes, 
even if you have nothing but rags! Why, your $oul 
is much worse off, as to that ! Do you know, that a'l 
your BEST deeds are, in God's sight, * as FILTHY RAGS? '

He is ever y to is most 1o promise. It 
is right in this way to fulfil Christ's pub pr * Suffer 
little children to come unto Me, and forbid them not.” 

It honours God when, in a bon prayer, 
you thus dedicate your child to Spirit 
of Hannah, © As long as he lives Keg b lent unto 
the Lord.” 

It is carrying out the mind of God as manifested in 


the rite of circumcision. Circumcision was a seal of the 


righteousness of Abraham's faith; and though in any 
one who had come to years it was utterly valueless 
without faith, yet the infant children were to receive 
the rite. Even 80 baptism is a seal of faith, and without 
a true faith in the heart the blessing cannot be enjoyed ; 
nevertheless children may not be shut out from thus 
received into Christ's Church, because by reason of their 
tender years they cannot as yet pogsess and exercise it. 


But. h it is according to the mind of God, as 


revealed in Holy Scripture, that infants should be bap- 
tized, yet remember baptism is only the first step, and 
now I earnestly beseech you to train up this little one, 
and any others which God may have given you, in His 
fear and love.

taught me any good.” From that moment his lips were 
Sealed, and he never spoke another word. Here was the 
reward of the neglectful mother. 

The late Richard Knill, for many years a missionary 
in Russia, returned home to his native village. It 80 
happened that he slept in the same chamber where he 
had been accustomed to sleep in early life. Early in 
the morning he looked out of the window, and saw a 
tree in the garden, under which his mother had taken 
him forty years before, and there knelt down and prayed 
with him. He went out, and in the very same 8pot 
knelt down and thanked God for a mother's prayers. 
Here was the reward of the praying mother. 

How may you best' carry out the solemn respon- 
Slbilities of your position? How may you best hope to 
guide your child in the right way ? 

Remember what a priceless treasure is given into 
your keeping. Take that little boy or girl into your 
arms, 8ay to yourself, © This little one is immortal ; as 
long as God Himself lives, s0 long will my child live on 
80mewhere, —it may be in bliss, it may be in woe, and, 
under God, much depends on the way in which I bring 
it up : Lord, help me to do this aright.” 

i every day, to name the child before God in 
r:—* Oh, my Father, for Christ's sake bless my 
(James, Walter, Mary, Edith, or whatever the 

name 50); ?) ; give him (or her) Thine Holy Spirit, keep 

in and evil, and prepare him for Thine 
pe Area: kingdom.” Thus, long before your child can 
speak, you may have laid up a treasury of prayers for him, 
and these God will never forget. So, through your child's 
life, never forget to offer believing prayer on his behalf. 

But to prayer you must add instruction. As 800n as 
ever the child can understand, begin to teach it some- 
thing out of God's Word : — © God gees you every 
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moment,” —* It is very wrong to tell a lie,”—* Jesus 
is a kind Saviour, and loves children.” Such lessons 
as these, as well as short texts and simple hymns, can 
be taught to children very young, and often remain in 
the memory through life. 

Then take pains about your child's schooling. Make the 
very best use of the opportunities you have. Both the 
Sunday and week-day schools will be.valuable helps to 
your child. Deny yourself anything, suffer any inconve- 
nience, rather than let your child grow up in ignorance. 

Then, too, you must train your child. A vine branch 
will bear no grapes if it be not carefully pruned and 
trained ; 80 neither will a child learn to be good, or to 
do good, without perpetual watchfulness and care. 

Be very firm and be very gentle. When you say, 
« No,” keep to it. Don't yield to a child's pettishness 
or 8elf-will. Punish lying and disobedience,—they are 
the root of all evil. Yet be very gentle and kind. Never 
punish in a passion. Never pour out over its head a 
stream of hard, bitter, words: it does no good, but a 
great deal of harm. Harshness is an east wind that 
nips in the bud all the beginnings of better things. It 
makes a child hate a parent, and this opens the door to 
everything bad. The character of Lord Byron was ruined 
by the cruelty of an unfeeling mother. 

Win your children by love. Draw them rather than 
drive. Make friends of them : do not keep them at a 
distance. Make home a happy place. 

Never forget the power of your own example. Unless 
you love and follow Christ, you cannot expect your 
children will. Unless you pray, how can you teach 
them to pray? Unless you keep holy the Sabbath Day, 
can you be surprised if they break it ? 

Why does not school-teaching do more than it does ? 
Because the effect of it is destroyed too often by home 
influence. The evil seen at home is more powerful than 
any lesson taught at school. The life of the father or 
mother should be a daily sermon to the children. © The 
children of godly parents go to church every day,” that 
is, they are always learning something of God from that 
which they see at home. 
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My friends, will yon take care that it is 80 at your 
fireside ? 

If you yourself are yet a stranger to God's love, go and 
ask your Father to give you a new heart, and to forgive 
you all your manysinz, through Christ's blood, and to teach 
you the happiness there is in His service, and then you 
will be blessed yourself, and a blessing to all around you. 

Then, strive to honour God, and He will honour and 
bless you and your household. 

Honour His Sabbaths! Never waste one of them. Every 
Sabbath spent in God's fear is a step on the ladder that 
leadeth to heaven. Every Sabbath lost or profaned is a 
step on the ladder that leadeth downward to destruction. 

onour the Mercy Seat! Value private prayer. Gather 
together round the family altar. A family without 
prayer 1s like a house withont a roof, exposed to every 
storm that may come. 

Honour the Bible! Read it, search it, ponder it, prac- 
tise it. It is a rare jewel, that enriches all who love it. 

Honour Jesus Christ ! Think of His life, think of His 
death, think of His coming again. Believe in Him, 
cling to Him, tell Him all your sins and sorrows. Love 
Him, and follow Him all the days of your life.

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I. ESTEEM very highly the privilege of partaking of 
the Lord's Supper. It is a pledge of Christ's love. It 
is a feast provided in His bounty. Therefore come 
regularly. Never make an excuse that you would be 
ashamed to give to Christ Himself, when He comes. 


IT. Gain a clear view of its nature and design. It 
' is not the offering of a sacrifice, but a memorial of the 
one 8acrifice once offered on Calvary. It is not to 
remind God of Christ's death, but to remind ourselves, 
and each other. It is a- precious means of grace, in 
which the souls of believers are nourished and strength- 
ened with the 8piritual food of Christ's body broken, 
and blood shed, on the cross. Moreover, it is a renewal 
of our covenant with God. It is a taking hold afresh 
of His s8ure promise. It 1s engaging ourselves afresh to 
be His and His alone for ever.

Beware of any unscriptural views with respect 
to this sacrament. There is no change in the elements.

V1sIiToR.—The Bishop is to hold a Confirmation soon, 
will you be Confirmed? 

PARISHIONER.—TI don't know : why should I be Con- 
firmed ? | 

VisIToR.—Because you need the grace of the Holy 
Ghost, without which you cannot live a Christian life. 

PARISHIONER.—But did not I receive the Holy Ghost 
when I was Baptized ? 


V1srToR.—Certainly, but that was to give you $piritual 
life, and you want something more than that. 


PARISHIONER.— What more ? 


VisiToR.—Think for a moment. Is it enough for a 
child to have life? Must he not also grow, and get 
Stronger and stronger ? 


PARISHIONER.—T $ee ; you mean that the life of the 
Soul 1s like the lifs of the body. But $hall I receive 
this strength by being Confirmed ? 

V1siToR.—No doubt you will, if you come in a proper 
way. 

PARISHIONER.—How am TI to know that ? 

V1s1ToR. —Because when the Apostles Confirmed those 
who had been Baptized, they received the Holy Ghost. 
—Acts viii. 17, Xix. 6. 

PARISHIONER.—But the Apostles all died long ago. 

VisriToR.—Yes, but the Bishops are their successors, 
and have the same ministry given them by God for the 
good of our souls. 

PARISHIONER.—PBut if I am Confirmed, $hall I not be 
more responslble than I am now ? 

VisI1To0R.—No, you are as much bound now to live 
like a Christian as you ever can be, because you have 


been Baptized and made a child of God. By being 
Confirmed you will receive the power to live up to your 
responslbllities. 

PARISHIONER.—But there are s0 many temptations 
and trials, that perhaps I might fall into sin, and it seems 
worse to do that after Confirmation than before it. 

VisiToR.—Your Confirmation will not increase your 
temptations, but will help you to overcome those which 
you will have, whether you are Confirmed or not. 

PARISHIONER.—I have more than half a mind to come: 
but should I not be expected to know a great deal 
betore I was ready? 

VisiToR.—You need only know by heart the Creed, 
the Lord's Prayer, and the Ten Commandments ; and 
any further* instruction that you require will be given 
you. 

PARISHIONER.—But is that really all ? 


V1isiToR.—Yes, this is all the head knowledge that is 
necessary. You must, of course, come with good inten- 
tions. The preparation oi the heart is the great thing. 

PARISHIONER.—What do you mean by that ? 

VisiToR.—You must come with a real feeling of sor- 
row for your sins, with a full resolve to lead a better 
life, and with an earnest desire to love and please God. 

PARISHIONER.—If I come, will you help me to prepare 
myself properly ? 

VisiToR.—That I will if I can: but there will be full 

- instruction given by the Clergy to all those who send in 
their names to them. | 

PARISHIONER.—Thank you : then I will send in my 
name with the others, and I will do my best. 

Vi1sIToR.—That is right; do $0, and God will help 
you to prepare yourself, so that the Confirmation will be 
a lasting blessing to your $ 
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WORSHIP. 


MHAT is the real nature of the worship which Christians have to offer to 
\\ their God? This question is a very important one, but one which many 
_—_ ood Christians would find themselves unable to ansxwer. Most people 
regard worship as an act by which they get something for their soul's good. To 
attend public worship means (in common language) to go and hear a sermon; a 
place of worship means a place where there is preaching; the pulpit is the centre 
of attraction ; the church or chapel is called ** the place where Mr. So-and-80 
preaches;” a church fills or empties not because the people of the place are more 
or less anxious to worship God, but because the preacher is popular or unpopular. 
This may be all very well in its way, but it is not worship. Worship means an 
offering from created beings to their Creator; while the common theory of 
worship makes it not an offering to God, but a getting something for ourselves, 
Self is uppermost in the whole matter; we want to get good for ourselves, and 80 
we attend the preaching which most suits our fancy. Preaching is, of course, 
valuable in its way ſor conversion and instruction, but it is only the means to an 
end, it is not the end itself. Preaching should lead to a performance of all 
Christian duties, and one of the first duties is worship. Preaching is not worship, 
neither is prayer worship, although much nearer to it than hearing sermons is. 
But even in prayer there is an element of self; we pray for what we want for 
ourselves or others.  Worship has nothing to do with our own wants or with 
the wants of any one else, it is simply an unselfish offering of all that we have 
to offer to our God. 

What is it that we have to offer to Him? Not much in ourselves certainly, for 
we are fallen creatures, quite unworthy of His acceptance. Neither are our posses- 
sions much of an offering to Him for they are His already; but yet these we 
may offer for He has bidden us do 80. But there is an offering that we can make 
to Him, a © pure offering” which He will accept; the same offering that has been 
made to Him ever since the foundation of the world ; which was consummated on 
Mount Calvary some 1800 years ago, and which is ever being offered in the courts 
of heaven; and that offering is the Lord Jesus Christ, the Lamb slain from the 
ſoundation of the world, Who is now in the presence of God for us. And with 
Him we may offer ourselves, our soul and _, for we are in Him, baptized 
into His Body, sanctified by His Spirit. afſering of Christ, the worship of 
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that slain Lamb, the appearing before God by virtue of His Sacrifice, the plead- 
ing of His death, this is the worship now going on unceasingly in heaven. And 
it is the highest act of worship of the Christian Church on earth to take its share 
in this same offering and worship; for the Church in heaven and the Church on 
earth are One. True that our worship while we are surrounded by so much that 
hinders our communion with God can only be intermittent and feeble, yet we 
Should endeavour to regard it as the chief object of our creation. 

But it may be asked, Is there any specially appointed way by which the Church 
on earth may join in this heavenly worship and offer and plead the one Sacrifice 
for sin? The Church from the earliest ages has regarded the Celebration of the 
Holy Communion as the method appointed by Christ Himself, by which His 
Church on earth may join in the great sacrifice which redeemed mankind has to 
offer to its Creator. This is the chief act of Christian worship, the offering of the 
Christian sacrifice, the only form of service that was ordained by our Lord 
Himself. When we celebrate the Holy Eucharist we do on our altars on earth what 
He is ever doing in heaven, presenting perpetually His One Sacrifice. This is 
the showing forth of the Lord's Death (r. Cor. xi. 26), the pure offering offered 
in every place as foretold by the prophet Malachi. Christ is a Priest for ever after 
the order of Melchizedek, this is stated solemnly five times in the Epistle to the 
Hebrews. A Priest for ever because He for ever pleads His sacrifice ; after the 

- order of Melchizedek, because Melchizedek the Priest of the most High God 
- offered bread and wine after the victory of Abraham (Gen. xiv. 18), and under the 
8ame outward and visible elements of Bread and Wine the Sacrifice of Christ and 
His Church is also offered. After the last Passover had been eaten our Lord took 
*Bread and Wine, and having blessed them and by His word made them His 
Body and His Blood, He bids His Apostles Do this in remembrance of Him; that 
is, ** Offer this as a memorial sacrifice of Me; we have just celebrated the last 
passover which looked forward to the sacrifice of Calvary, I now institute this 
Christian rite that takes the place of the passover, and is to be the method by 
- which the Church on earth may take her part in pleading My death.” The cele- 
bration of the Holy Eucharist was the chief act of worship in the Apostolic 
Church ; * they continued in the breaking of Bread;” * they continued daily 
breaking bread from house to house ;” © They came together on the first day of 
the week to break bread.” Here is the great Christian worship ; round the altar 
redeemed and sanctified men can draw, even while yet burdened in the flesh, and 
there unite in offering to God the One Sacrifice for the sins of the world, and 
with that Sacrifice they can offer themselves, their souls and bodies to be a rea- 
8onable and living sacrifice to their Creator, for they are one with Him Who is 
the all-availing Sacrifice, and are indwelt by His Spirit. For on that altar there lies 
Jesus Christ, really and truly present under the ſorm of bread and wine, although faith 
alone can see Him there; there He is as really and truly, though mysteriously and 
invisibly, as He is in the ſorm of a slain Lamb before the throne of His Father. 
No wonder that we regard the altar and not the pulpit as the central object in the 
Church ; the altar is the throne of God, the pulpit is only the place of man ; for 
at the altar we celebrate that service which is the same as the service of heaven, 
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where Christ is Priest and Victim; and which wins for us daily pardons and daily 
graces. 

Such being the case it seems strange that the Eucharistic service has sunk into 
a mere occasional office attended by only a few pious souls instead of forming 
the chief feature of public worship on every Sunday and Holy Day. No doubt it 
is the modern exaltation of preaching above worship that has made England no 
longer a Christian nation; people see that they can read as good sermons and 
pray as good prayers by themselves at home as they can hear at the church, and 
80 they sce no object in going to Church ; but if they had learned that the great 
Act of Worship which every Christian is bound to offer is the pleading Christ's 
Sacrifice in the Holy Communion, they would then see that attendance at Church 
could not be dispensed with. This is what the prayer-book calls © our bounden 
duty and service,” and if we neglect it we cannot expect to prosper. And yet it is 
neglected. Owing to a corrupt custom (which of course it would not be wise to 
change abruptly) the service of the Holy Communion is generally cut short in the 
centre, and brought to a close at the prayer for the Church Militant, before the 
chief part of the service commences. The service is the Communion service 
without the Communion, as unmeaning as the Baptism service would be if cut 
short before the pouring on of water, or the Confirmation service before the lay- 
ing on of hands. Even when the service is continued to the end (as, of course, it 
always ought to be) a long pause is made; nine-tenths of the congregation leave 
the church, and the great act of worship is left to be offered by a few scattered 
here and there. This is thoroughly un-Christian. Of course it is not necessary that 
every one $hould receive the Holy Communion every Lord's Day; as a rule this 
would be too ſrequent, at any-rate for beginners in the spiritual life ; but all should 
be present at the celebration ; for although mere presence does not bring so great 
a gift as reception, yet those who are present without receiving are taking a part in 
offering the sacrifice in a far higher way than by mere attendance at prayers 
and germons. It would be a far higher act of worship for a person to come to an 
early celebration and bring himself into union with the sacrifice there offered, than 
to attend what is called **ſull morning service” according to the modern debased 
use of the Church of England. 

We have spoken out freely upon this subject, becauseday-by-day its importance 
grows upon us, and because we long for the time when the Holy Eucharist shall be 
more recognized than it now is as the regular act of Christian worship. How it must 
be revived in each particular parish must of course depend upon circumstances; 
but of this we are sure, that, until it is revived, our morning service can never be 
anything but the failure which it is now generally acknowledged to be.

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HOLY BAPTISM. 


Most persons are brought when they are intants by their 
parents to the Church to be christened or baptized. You 
were not. Probably your parents did not care enough 
about it to take the trouble to bring you, or perhaps they 
belonged to one of those religions which do not believe in 


This tract is written to shew you what difference your 
not having been baptized makes to you; and how you can 
be baptized if you wish it. 

Although you are not a Christian yourself you have 

robably some knowledge of the Christian religion. You 
ve heard how God first made this world and placed in it 
Adam and Eve, the first man and the firs; woman. When 
God first made them He made them good and holy like 
Himself. But they did not long remain 80; they disobeyed 
God, and thus were changed from a state of holiness. to a 
state of wickedness. All persons who have ever lived in 
this world, all who are alive now, come from Adam and 
Eve; and 80 all persons have the same nature as they had ; 
they had the same feelings, the same wants, the same powers 
as we now have; and as they became by their own fault, 
wicked, s0 we are by nature wicked too. We are all born 
into the world wicked; of our own selves we are inclined 
to what is bad, not to what is good. God had prepared 
for Adam and Eve a blessed place where they were to live 
with Him for ever; but when they sinned they lost their 
right to this place, for _ could enter > fo except 
what was aabetty holy. But this they could never become 
again, because they had committed sin agai and 
there was no way by which that sin could he wiped out, 
So, too, none of us could enter that blessed place because 
from the vexy moment of our birth we are stained with the 
sinful nature of Adam and Eve. The only way by which 
we could be restored to God's favour was by some one— 
a man like ourselves and yet far greater than man—some 
one without sin, taking upon Himselt the punishment we 
had deserved, and dying instead of us. This has been done 
by Jesus Christ the Son of God. He is called our Saviour 
because He has died in our stead. But although He has 
died for all, all will not escape the ishment which He 
came to take away. We me wicked nature 
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clinging to us which we inherit from Adam, and that nature 
must be changed before it can be fit to enter heaven. The 
coming of Jesns Christ has brought to us a new nature 
which we must make our own in place of the bad one which 
belongs to us. As we have all heen born into this world 
with a bad nature from Adam, s0 if we wish to obtain 
heaven we must be born again with a new nature from 
Jesus Christ. To be baptized or christened is to be thus 
born again. Every person who has been baptized has had 
this new nature given to him, and has been put into the 
way of gaining heaven. But you have not been baptized ; 
alt ough Chriv died for yon, yet as yet you have no share 
in the benefits of his death, for you arc not yet horn again 
but have only your own <inful nature which comes to you 
from Adam. us, you ee, that because you have not 
been baptized, you do not belong to Christ, you are not a 
Christian, the heaven which He died to win for rou cannot 
be yours as long as you remain as you are now, It is very 
hard to understand how Baptism can work such a wonderful 
, but we know that it does from Jesns Christ's plain 
words—< Except a man be born of water and of the Spirit 
he cannot enter the kingdom of God.” If therefore you 
wish to be saved from the punishment which God sends 
upon in, it is your duty to seek at once to be baptized. 
ptisxm will bring to you the new nature which will make 
ou able to enter heaven. Baptism will do this for you, 
ut it will not make any difference to you in matters of this 
world. At one time there was a law that no person who 
had not been baptized could be married, or could inherit 
property. But this is altered now. In these matters it 
I ce no difference to you whether you are baptized 
or not. The only reason for seeking Baptisxm is that you 
may become one of the followers of the Lord Jesus Christ 
in this world, and <0 gain the heaven promised to vs when 
this world is over. Before you can be baptized you will 
have to go to some clergyman to he prepared, for when God 
gives you such t blessings He expects much from you 
in return, and therefore it would be wrong for a person to 
be baptized before he thoroughly understood what good he 
would get by it, and had quite made up his mind to lead, 
by the help of God, a religious life. 
All who come to be baptized must bave

2, Faith. 
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Repentance means giving up sin. I have already ex- 
plained how we are all by nature sinful; but not only are 
we by nature sinful, but we all have done and till do many 
actual sins against God's laws. Repentance means know- 
ing that we do commit sin and feeling truly sorry for it, 
being willing to confess sin, and being determined to try 
and sin no more. TI here put down the names of some sins 
which it is probable that yon have committed:—Telling 
lies, stealing, swearing, cheating, drinking, using indecent 
language, oing indecent actions, keeping bad company, 
anger, langhing at religion, gambling, cruelty, spite, pride, 
disobedience, and such like. If you have ever iven to 
any such things as these, or anything else that you know is 
wrong, you must give it up and ask God to forgive you for 
it; if you feel that you cannot give it up then you cannot 
be baptized. Instead of these when you have been baptized 
you must have honesty, truthfulness, soberness, purity, kind- 
ness, patience, obedience; you must begin at once to kneel 
down night and morning to say your f why it you have 
never done $0 before; you must join the worship of God at 
the church when you are able. If you feel that you are not 
enough in earnest to do all this then you cannot be Laptized. 


Besides this repentance you must have Faith; in other 
words you must believe in Christ as the Saviour of the 
world and Saviour; you must believe in the Holy 
Trinity, the Father, God the Son, and God the Holy 
Ghost; Three Persons but One God. You must believe 
what I have already told you about God the Son comi 
down from heaven and being born into this world that He 
might save us from Hell. d you must also believe that 
when you are baptized you will be born again and receive 
the holy nature of Jesus Christ. You must believe too in 
Christ's Holy Catholic Church to which all must belong 
who wish to be saved. 


If you come to be baptized with true repentance and true 
faith all your past sins will be —_— you will be put 
into the right road to heaven and 1t will depend upon your- 
elf CT will reach it or not.

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to work with God's grace, the more grace God will give us, 
Remember that if you refuse to be baptized after it has 
thus been explained to you why it is s0 necessary, when 
God calls you up to judge you, you will be not be able to 
excuse yourself by 8ayINg that you were ignorant, of your 
duty in this matter. But it is better to re to be bap- 
tized than to come with an unrepentant and unbelieving 


heart, 


If you are going to be baptized kneel down every evening

Keep the rest of the day as holily as you can; do not go 
into noisy or light company, and certainly go to church in 
the evening, if possible.

L Repentance means being truly sorry for and quite giv- 
ing pp overy wrong thing you have ever done. tever 
may be your \2ge, you must have done many wrong things 
in your past life. You must repent of these and get rid of 
them, or you ought not to be confirmed. The first thing to 
do if you wish to try and repent of them, is to remember 
them. When you are alone kneel down and ask God to 
help you to remember them, and then think of them as well 
as you can, Call them all to mind and do not try to make 
- excuses for them. I will put down a few things which it,

If you can remember ever having done any of these things, 
or any thing else that is wrong, you must confess it and 8ay— 


«O God make me truly sorry for these my sins, take them 
all away from me, and keep me from ever falling into them 


again, tor Jesus Christ's sake.” 


Remember that if it had not been for sins, Jesus Christ 
need not have suffered and died. If the cle asks you 
about your sins, do not be ashamed to tell him of them. 
Many persons have found this very useful, and he is bound 
b GoF never to talk to others of what you tell him; and 
God has given him power to declare to you His forgiveness 
of them (S. John xx. 23). It is better to bear a little pain 
and shame now to get rid of your sins, than to have them 
down in God's book against you, and to have them told to 
everybody at the day of judgment. Repentance is the most 
important thing which you must have if you come to be 


confirmed—to feel that you have done things that were 
wrong, and to feel truly sorry for them. 


IT. Faith means belief in God, and all that God has told 
us about Himself, The chief things in which we have to 
believe are: 

1. The Holy Trinity; which means the Three Persons— 
God the Father, God the Son, and God the Holy Ghost ; 
who are not Three Gods but One God. 


2. The Incarnation; which means that God the Son came 
down from heaven, and was born into this world of the 
Virgin Mary, and took man's nature to make us like Himself 
and to die on the cross for us, that we might be saved from 
hell. God the Son is the same as Jesus Christ who was 
born on Christmas Day, died. on Good Friday, and rose 
again on Easter Day, and now lives up in heaven. 


3. The Holy Catholic Church, which Jesus Christ formed, 
and to which all must belong who wish to be saved. 


These matters will be more fully explained to you by the 


clergyman. 

II. Obedience is the keeping of God's commandments. 
You probably have learnt, or at least have often heard read, 
God's ten commandments, they are written in the Bible and 
the Prayer Book. Their meaning will be explained to you. 
Although you have quite made up your mind now to keep 
them, you will certainly not be able to do 80 without God's 
help. If you are really in earnest you will s0on find this 
out. God ives us His help in many ways—bnt we get it 
chiefly by these two:— 


1. Prayer: If you do not pray regularly and earnestly 
you can Rove x roks ag Christian. If you have not 
earnt any prayers except those that you used when you 
were quite a child, your clergyman will give you some. 

2, God's grace is given in the Sacrament of the Holy 
Communion. This is the chief benefit of being confirmed; 
that when you are confirmed you will be allowed to receive 
the Holy Communion. To receive the Holy Communion is 
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the greatest blessing that God can give to us in this world. 
For when we receive It we receive Christ Himself. But 
this 8ubject is too solemn and too wonderful to be spoken 
of in this short tract. You will receive full instruction 
about It, and if you are really in earnest about your soul, 
you will not neglect It. 


If you have quite made up your mind about these three 

ings, by all means offer yourself as a candidate for 
con tion. Remember that this may be the most im- 
portant time of your life; on the way in which you come 
to confirmation may depend whether you live for ever in 
heaven or hell. 


Tf you are going to be confirmed, say every evening with 
your other prayers these two prayers.

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Tazse Mrss10xs are established in various parts of Europe, Asia, Africa, and 
America, including the West Indian, Polynesian, and Australasian Islands. 

They are under the general direction of the Wesleyan-Methodist Conference ; 
but are immediately conducted by a Committee of fifty Ministers and Gentlemen, 
whose Meetings are held at the Mission- House, Bishopsgate-Street-Within, London. 

The following is a brief Sketch, principally from the ** General Report,” for 1845, 
in which there are copious details of the state and prospects of each Mission :— 


MISSIONS IN EUROPE AND THE MEDITERRANEAN. 

InzLand. Commenced 1Nn 1799.—19 principal Stations; 25 Missionaries ; 63 
daily schools, conducted by 63 salaried Teachers, in which, and in the Sunday- 
schools connected with the Missions, there are upwards of 4,500 children. Some 
of the Missionaries, Readers, and Teachers, afford instruction to the native Irish 
in their own language. 

Germany, CoMMENCED 1N 1832.—At Winnenden, in the kingdom of Wirtemberg, 
1 principal Station ; 1 Missionary Agent, who is ass18te4 by 48 coadjutors; he 
visits more than 30 different towns and villages. There are upwards of 600 mem- 
bers in society. 

France. Commencerd 1v 1816.—The number of Missionaries, and Assistant 
NMissionaries, including 4 Supernumeraries, is 24. 10 are stationed at Paris, Calais, 
Boulogne, Lille, Roubaiz, Caen, Conde, and Chdlons-sur-Marne; 2 in Switzerland ; 
and 12 at Nismes, La Vaunage, Les Cevennes, Nyons, Die, and Les Haytes Alpes. 
Their ministry, it is presumed, is regularly attended by more than 11,900 persons. 
The number of people united in Christian society is 1,269. In the schools more 
than 1,400 children are receiving a Christian and Protestant education. 

(G1nraLTaR Commenced 1N 1808.,—On this Station there is at pregent 1 
Missionary; and 5 $subordinate paid agents. Number of members, 64; in the 
schools, 318. 

MISSIONS IN ASIA. 

Coxrixnexrtar IxDia. Commenced 1n 1817.—The number of Missionaries and 
Assistant Missionaries is 18; the Stations are Madras, Negopatam, Manaargoody, Ban- 
galore, (Tamul,) Bangalore, (Canarese,) Mysore, Goobee, and Coonghul. In society, 
402 members; in the schools, 2,329 children, cbiefly native Hindoos, under the care 
of 62 8alaried Teachers. A printing-press has been established at Bangalore, from 


which several valuable and useful works have been issued, in the Canarese and 
English languages. 
- CxyLon. Commenced 1wv 1814,—The number of Missionaries, European and 


native, now employed, is 18 ; of Catechists, Superintendents of schools, and School. 
wasters, 134. The Stations are, Colombo and Colpetty, Negombo and Rillegalle, Seedua, 
Galkisse, Morotto, Pantura, Caltura, Bentotte, Hickoddy, Galle, Matura, Goddapitya, 
and Dondra, in the 8outh or Singhalese district ; Jaffna, Point Pedro, Trincomalee, 
and Batticaloa and Bintenne, in the north or Tamul district.

Fzezezs IsLaxps.—4 principal Stations; 7 Missionaries; 1,000 in 8ociety ; 1,148 
in the schools. Various portions of the Scriptures have been translated, and printed 
at the press on the Mission. 

In the *Friendly Islands, many hundreds of the converted natives are engaged 
as Teachers (for the most part gratuitously) in the schools; amongst whom are 
some of the most influential Chiefs and their wives, who, having themselves learned 
to value the privilege of searching the written word of God, are anxious to extend 
its benefits, and have become nursing-fathers and nursing-muthers to the infant 
church. 

In Haabai and Varau, the people have generally embraced the true religion, and 
are now united together in Christian fellowship. In some parts of Tonga, the 
labours of our Missionaries have been manifestly attended hy the blessing of their 
divine Master, and many have turned from Heathenism to the worsbip and service 
of the true God, notwithstanding that the endeavours of the Popish emissaries to 
counteract the influence of our Mission in this Island have been unremitting.

The Mission at Badagry affords much encouragement. This Mission, hopeful as 
is its character, has, however, to contend with formidable difficulties. The digor- 
ganized 8tate of society resulting from the operation of the slave-trade, pregents 
most serious obstacles. 

WEST INDIA MISSIONS. 

ComMencer IN 1786.—The islands on which Missions are established are Ja- 

maica, Grand Caymanas, Antigua, Montserrat, St. Christopher's, St. Eustatius, Nevis, 


; St. Bartholomew's, Dominica, Tortola, and the Virgin Islands, St. Martin's, Anguilla, 


St. Vincent's, Grenada, Trinidad, Barbadoes, Tobago, Hayti, the Bermudas ; and in 
the Bahamas, New Providence, Eleuthera, Harbour Tsland, Abuco, Exuma, Long 
Island, St. Salvador, and Turk's Island. Extensive and prosperous Missions are 
established at George Town, at Mahaica, and at the Arabian Coast, in Demerara ; 
and favourable openings in Honduras Bay and among the Charibs have also been 
embraced. 

In the cultivation of this interesting field of Christian labour, the Society has 
had the honour to be extensively engaged for half a century. 90 Missionaries, 
all accredited Ministers, not including Catechists, or other subordinate agents, 
are now employed in the West Indies, who have the immediate pastoral care of 
57,153 persons, according to the returns received from the sgeveral districts. 
This number is exclusive of the children of Christian families, and of a very large 
number of persons, of all colours, who attend the public ministry, but who are not 
recognised as regular members of the society. In the schools connected with these 
Missions, more than 17,000 children and adults are taught to read the word of 
God, and receive, in various other modes, the benefit of religious instruction. 


MISSIONS IN BRITISH NORTH AMERICA. 


Commenced 1x 1786.—ln the extensive regions of Britisk North America, 92 
Missionaries are employed, under the direction of the Society, who proclaim 
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the glad tidings of ealvation to a people that greatly need their evangelical 
labours and pastoral care. There are, in this section of our Missionary-field, 
more than 18,300 members united in religious society, 200 Exhorters and School- 
masters, and about 10,000 children in the day and Sunday schools. 

The 8tate of our Missions both amongst the Colonists and the Aborigines, in 
Western Canada, is highly satisfactory, and the prospects of future usefulness are 
most encouraging. The Missions amongst the Indians are increasing in importance 
and usefulness; and are amply repaying the care and money bestowed upon them, 
by the benefits which, under the blessing of God, they are conferring upon that 
interesting people. 

Our English Missions in Lower Canada, in Nova Scotia, in Prince Edward's 
Island, in the island of Cape Breton, in New Brunswick, and in Newfoundland, are ac- 
complishirig the benevolent purposes of the Society, and maintaining their useful 
character among the widely-scattered population of those extensive countries. 

TzrrITORY or THE HoxouraBLe THz Hupson's Bay Company, Commencep 
IN 1840,—A new and extensive field of labou®" *' usefulness has been opened to 
the Society in that part of the North Western section of America, which constitutes 
the Territory of the Honourable the Hudson's Bay Company, containing a popula- 
tion of Indians amounting to upwards of 10,000, beside the Europeans and mixed 
population connected with the numerous forts and stations belonging to the Company 
in those immense regions. 4 principal Stations among the Indians; 5 Missionaries ; 
121 church-members ; and 72 adults and children in the schools. 

In this distant sphere of labour the Missionaries are widely scattered, being from 
four hundred to fifteen hungred miles separated from each other, with no opportu- 
nity for a personal interview, and no facilities for correspondence, save twice in the 
year; and of these they are, by absence from home, and other eauses, sometimes 
unable to avail themselves ; but, in the midst of their toils and ptivations, the bre. 
thren are cheered by undoubted proofs of the blessing of God on the work in which 
they are engaged. There, as in all other portions of the Missionary-field, additional 
labourers are grea:ly needed; and earnestly desired;

Is Methodism on the Decline ? 
To the Editor of Meyers's © Observer.” 

Sir, —Your correspondent, G. J. Stevenson, in 
trying to show that Methodism increased from 
372,928 in 1875, to 530,938 in 1885 omitted (I trust 
unintentionally) to givs the returns for 1884. No 
one disputes the mcrease during the 10 years, but 
it does not follow that 1885 returns should not be 
less than 1884, but guch is the fact, and I will 
prove it from a statement made by one of their min- 
18sters, the Rev. F. W. Macdonald, and these are 
his words :—** But whilst they were winning mem- 
bers fagter than ever, they were losing them faster 
than ever. It was once more &a lexing and 
humiliating fact that after an ing of 
45,230 new members last year, they had a net de- 
crease.” So to have a net decrease they must have 


| lost more than 45,230 old members, 80 according 


to this gentleman's statement * Investigator ” is 
right, both as regards the decline and short stay of 
the members, and that G. J. Stevenson is wrong. 
Again G. J. Stevengon has given two 8ets of figures, 
the one upsetting the other. First he gives this re- 
turn :—1885, 2,181 ministers ; 530,983 members,

Enfield Wesleyanism. | 

For the last two years the Wesleyan body in | 
Enfield has been quietly but steadily growing in | 
numbers, and -as a result of that, the present 
buildings are being found somewhat too confined 
for the increasing needs of the place. The Sun- 
day School especially, for a considerable time 
past, has been found altogether unsuited for the 
large number of children who have been attend- 
ing it, and the congregation have determined 
that something shall be done to meet the needs 
of the cage, At the same time it has been felt 
by many that it would be unwise to lay out 
money on & new school building, when, in a few 
years time in all probability, the present chapel 
will require to be replaced by a larger one, thus 
leaving the building available forschool purposes. 
On Wednesday evening a meeting of the con- 
gregation was held to consider the various plans 
which have been put forward, and to decide what 
action shall be taken in the matter. The Rev. 
W. J. Tweddle, of Stoke Newington, presided, 
and was supported on the platform by the Rev. 
John Bond, of Tottenham, the Rev. E. Morgan, 
and A. J, Hollington, Esq., Enfield. At the 
opening of the meeting the Rev. E. Morgan 


— 


out and gave an account of the pregent position 
of affairs —The Rev. W. J. Tweddle then ad- 
dreased the meeting and urged the advisability 
of building a new chapel in place of the pregent 
one, thus making provision for the growth of 
the ion in the future and leaving the 
present na available for the Sunday 
schuol. He pointed out that if it 
was decided to build a new chapel, the congre- 
gation would be able to obtain a grant, or loan 
without interest, of £3 sitting, from the 
Metropolitan Ohapels' Building Fund, whereas 


done by purel local effort. —The Rev. J. Bond 
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whole. It was concluded to invite the Congregational Churches of the city, 
and those near us in the immediate vicinity, -making twelve in all. A few 
individuals insisted that there should be one or more Churches at a distance, 
which, as alleged, would be favorable to their particular views, More than 
once, I expressed a willingness that they should be gratified. The Church 
voted by a large majority to invite the twelve neighboring Churches. With 
what propriety, then, can Mr. Wilder, the present pastor, s8ay of those indi- 
viduals, © They had no voice in calling that Council”? Has a minority no 
voice, unless they can have every thing in their own way, and in opposition 
to the will of the majority ? 

He next states, that this Council « Voted to advise the dismission of the 
pastor.” Just the reverse of this was the fact. After having * voted unani- 
mously ” that 80 far as any thing had appeared before the Council, the char- 
acter of the pastor is * unimpeached and unimpeachable,” it was * Voted 
that it is not expedient that the pastoral relation between the Rev. Joel Mann 
and the Howard Street Church be dissolved.”* These are quotations from 
the Result. 

The tissue of misrepresentation which follows this is astonishing, consid- 
ering that Mr. Wilder had undertaken to *state the facts of the case.” 
After saying that the pastor continued to 8upply the pulpit for two or three 
weeks, he adds, « On one of these Sabbath evenings, some of the Church 
who acted with the majority, met at the house of the pastor, and consulted 
respecting the project of dissolving the Church. It is said that the brethren 
concluded that it was expedient. One dissented.” I am here represented 
as plotting with others for the dissolution of the Church. It is an unkind 
aspersion, and 8adly at variance with the fact. 'There never was a meeting 
held in my house, nor, to my knowledge, any where elze, to consult for 8uch 
a purpose. That Church had been very dear to my heart, and I had labored 
to the utmost of my ability and etrength to build it up; many precious con- 
verts had been added to it; I had wept and prayed much over its dissen- 
sions, and had expended a large amount from my own resources, exclusive 
of what I received as ealary, to sustain myself in these efforts for its pros- 
perity. It was a painful thing to me to 8eparate from a people I had loved; 
and before I moved at all in that matter, I invited a nutnber of brethren to 
my house to ascertain whether measures would be taken as the gospel directs 
to remove difficulties, and thus sare the Church; and I was then assured that 
nothing could be done. This was three months before the calling of the 
first Council, and this caused me to make up my mind to request a dis- 
misS10N. | 

So far as I have any knowledge of the matter, the project for a dissolution 
of the Church originated in the private deliberations of the first Council, 
being suggested by the exigencies of the case. Sol was informed by a lay 
* member sometime afterward. The wise and good brethren perceived that 
the chasm which separated the members of the Church was s0 deep and 
wide, that they could not be brought to harmonize in one body, and disci- 
pline could not be exercised. So they tate it in their final regult. The 
dissolution was no project of mine ; nor did I ever advise a single member 
of the Council to that meaxure. During the interval between the two Coun- 
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cils, which was about eight weeks, a part of which time I spent in Rhode 
Island, I was careful to avoid conversation on that 8ubject with neighboring 
ministers and church-members; and I challenge the strictest scrutioy in this 
matter. True it was, that I could not see, nor could any body see, how the 
members of that Church could ever walk together again without a vast 
change in their sentiments and feelings. In private conversation with a few 
individuals after the calling of the 8econd Council, I did say, that © I should 
not be surprised, if a dissolution of the Church should be recommended.” 
This remark was based wholly on the fact, that 8uch a measure had been 
proposed by an influential member in the first Council, and was discussed, 
and approbated by a number, whom, and how many, I have never known. 
The above remark, I presume, is what Mr. Wilder has to rest his assertion 
upon, that * the pastor was heard to 8ay that it would be dissolved.” 

Finding on my return home, that nothing had been done to settle difficul- 
ties, I renewed my request for a dismission, and the calling of the 8econd 
Council. The Church met, and agreed that it was not necessary to invite 
the whole twelve Churches, as there would probably be little to be done 
but to grant the dismission, all the difficulties having been 80 thoroughly 
examined by the former Council. It was agreed, therefore, as had been 
customary in my experience in such cases, to reduce the number. Those 
invited were, however, the very 8ame as belonged to the first Council, and 
who, of course, knew the whole 8tate of affairss When the question was 
made, how 8hall we proceed to appoint the Council, the Church wished me 
to nominate. I declined, and again expressed my willingness to leave the 
choice to them. They insisted that I should nominate, which I did, and 
they did the 8ame, and the election was made accordingly, as I believe, 
without dissent. But Mr. Wilder intimates that this Council was made up 
of new members, who had little or no knowledge of the state of affairs ; 
whereas, they were the same pastors, and 80 far as I know, the same dele- 
gates, as had spent two and a half days, and by adjournment, another half 
day, on this identical subject. He 8ays reproachfully, © That Council was 
in ses8ion less than four hours, and yet they dismissed the pastor, advised 
the dissolution of the Church,” &c. Is this consistent with an honest pur- 
pose to * state the facts of the case” ? 

What Mr. Wilder says about «leaving out s0me men—who had become 
odious to the pastor, and B. and his party in the Church,” does not indicate 
very 8atisfactorily, a candid state of mind. The reason for leaving out is 
given above. 'Those he calls * his party ” were a large majority of the truly 
excellent and money-paying members. 

Passing over other things I would notice Mr. Wilder's assertion, that this 
« $mall Council” which was in session only * three or four hours” « was in 
the highest sense ex parte.” The manner of appointing that Council, as 
stated above, by the pastor and the Church, acting in concert and mutually, 
shows how entirely untrue that assertion is, who, and what was the party on 
that occasion. 

As wanting in truth is the next assertion, viz: © They had not the condi- 
tion of the Church before them in any proper sense.” And yet those 8ix 
pastors, with"their delegates, had, only eight weeks previously, spent three 
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days in patient, careful, exhausting examination of the whole matter!! But 
this is in keeping with much that has been said relative to those discredita- 
ble difficulties. 

 * The people will of course judge,” but if they knew the facts as I know 
them, they would judge very c ferently from what Mr. Wilder would have 
them.

Let this appear in the Queen's speech, and not to let it rest nor stand till, 
As God has sent it to the philosopher by an angel from great Zion's hill. 
Whenever any of the holy angels appeared on earth, they were in 
the likeness of men. For example, to old Abraham and to Lot, when 
God destroyed Sodom and Gomorrah. The holy angels are only « 
compoxition of the great universe, That was the reason our Maker 
said, © Let us make man in our likeness.” This earth is only a 
very 8mall speck of the universe, which answers to that scripture, 
« Dust thou art, and unto dust thou shalt return.” This makes the 
preaching of the Gospel no longer any mystery, and brings all to one 
religion, 80 that any simple person can now judge for himself, with- 
out going wrong in his head. By hearing 80 many different preach- 
ers of different denominations, it confused the minds of people to 
think which was right ; and that was the effect of hearing 80 many 
false philosophers of different opinions, for the preacher was not 
sure himself. But now the Martinian philosophy proves the uni- 
verse to be our God's body, and air his. breath and spirit divine, 
every where present, no limits or boundaries, and no s8uch thing as 
any vacuum. If it be not the atmospheric air which occupies any 
place, it is another suitable to its nature, and answers that scrip- 
ture, © My spirit fills all pace ; none can escape my 8ight nor touch.”

The Holy Bible and New Testament are divinely correct, but have 
got 8adly torn in pieces by a set of the devil's priests contradicting 
each other, and 8etting some people out of their heads by confusing 
them, not knowing who was right.

These symbols were not invented by man, they were instituted by 
God, who alone knew what shape and form to give to that which was 
meant to be the representative and shadow of what existed nowhere 
8ave in the Divine mind. And what were these truths? The elf 
8ame truths, and no other, which are recorded on the pages of the 
New Testament, and which constitute the gospel. And the end and 

urpose of their exhibition throughout the ages was to create there- 

y a language, in which the pens of inspired men might, in due 
course, write them, and the voices of Apostles publish them, and 
that thus the nations of the earth, each in its own tongue, might 
hear the wonderful works of God. 

Let us think what a full revelation of truth, what a complete body 
of divinity we have in the typology of the Old Testament. It pro- 
claimed first the fact of the Fall. Else, why 8hould the victim die? 
God, in the first threatening, had linked death with disobedience ; 
here was death, and where death is, there sin must have already been. 
It proclaimed the penalty of Sin. The victim yielded up its life : thus 
emphatically teaching that without shedding of blood is no remis- 
8i0n. The logy of the Old” Testament made known, moreover, 
the blessed ine of Substitution. The sacrifice was presented in 
the room of the offerer. The lamb was taken and the man escaped. 
The innocent suffered in the room of the guilty. It proclaimed, too, 
the doctrine of Atonement. All the tokens and signs of expiation 
and reconciliation were here. The fire coming down from heaven 
on the one hand, and the incense ascending from earth on the other, 
beautifully picturing forth, the acceptance of the sacrifice by God, 
and the opening of heaven, through that acceptance, to the offerer. 
The altar 1s the point where God and man meet. Over the sacrifice 
the two are reconciled, and the enmity which was between them is 


. lain. Nor does the sprinkling of the blood of the victim less vivid! 


represent the application to the offerer of all the benefits of the sacri- 
fice—that if the offerer transfers his guilt to the victim, the victim 

ives back to the offerer all the blessings arising from its death— 

orgiveness, cleansing, reconciliation and peace. Thus, every doc- 
trine of supernatural religion stood embodied in the symbols of the 
old economy. Here was a whole Bible—a Bible written, no doubt, 
in hieroglyphical or symbolical characters —yet containing a com- 
plete revelation of the plan of mercy. 

But these 8ymbols were not to be for ever. Truth was to come 
forth from behind the veil. The hour of her emancipation drew on. 
Christ bs perm who is the Truth. He was the true tabernacle 
which pitched. Centreing in His person, and 8hining forth in 
his Ministry were all those truths, whose 8ymbolical foreshadowings 
had given meaning to the type, and glory to the temple. © The 
Word was made flesh and dwelt among us, and we beheld His glory, 
the glory as of the only begotten of the Father, full of grace and 
truth.”

That He cannot occupy 
two distinct places at once; therefore He cannot be every where present.” —See 
Mormon Millennial Star, vol. vi, pp. 20, 21 ; also the Tracts, published by Orson 
Pratt, a Mormon apostle.—These deluded creatures hesitate not to say , that 
they have © seen God, and conversed with Him.” 

In support of theze FALSE and BLASPHEMOUS FIGMENTS, the Mormonites 
adduce certain isolated passages of Scripture, such as that in Exodus xxxiii, 11; 
and thus wickedly abuse the goodness and condescension of God, making Him 
snch an one as dons by corrupting His Holy Word ; but it must appear 
evident from these passages to every sensible and right-minded enquirer that God 
has, at various times, assumed or taken upon Himself certain forms in order to meet 
the finite capacity of poor fallen siaful man, —hence their occurrence. 

The BIBLE, however, which contains the revelation of God of Himself, teaches 
us that © God is a Spirit,” —John iv, 24.—That He is invisible, and cannot be s8een 
by man while in this world of sin and 8orrow,—** No man hath seen God at any 
time ;'**—John1i, 18; ee also, 1 Tim.1,17; 1 Tim. vi, 16; Johnv,27; Col.4, 15; 
Heb. xi, 27 ; 1 John iv, 12.—That He is every where present, —Psalm cxxxix, 7, 10; 
Jeremiah xxiii, 23, 24; 1 Kiags vil, 27. 

The Mormonites overlook the grand Gospel truth, namely, that * God was in 
Christ reconciling the world unto Himself,” —2 Cor. y, 19,—that God assumed or 
took upon Himself our nature, sin ouly excepted, in order that He might meet the 
requirements of His own just and all-wise demands, that ©* without shedding of 
blood is no remission” of sins,—Heb. ix, 22. In —_—_ of this prominent 
Scriptural truth, the Mormonites invent a deistical fable, and blasphemously deny 
the © Trinity in Unity” of the Father, Son, and = Ghost, who are Three in office 
in the plan of man's salration only, —the Father who creates, the Son who died to 
redeem and -save man, and the Holy Spirit who comforts and sanctifies ev 
believing sinuer ; but, apart from man's salvation, they form the © Great Immo 
Invisible, and Only Wise God for ever aud ever, whom no man hath seen, nor can 
zee.” —1 Tim. 1, 17 ; vi, 15, 16. 

Much might be said on the 1RRATIONALITY of the Mormon hypothesis of a 
MATERIAL DEITY, but space and the object of the present paper forbid it. 

Again, the Mormonites teach that the Bible is not a sufficient guide to salvation, 
and that it requires, in order to make it such, a * further revelation ;” and 
blasphemously insinuate that a certain American romance, entitled the * Boo 
of Mormon,” is of equal authority with the Bible, and that it and a continuous 
revelation (with which the Mormonites ouly are favoured) are necessary to make 
the Bible intelligible, and that these form the key to its 80lution. 

But the Bible teaches, and has taught for 1800 years before the Book of 
Mormon was known or heard of, that the Holy Scriptures * are able to make 
wise unto salvation :”—2 Tim. ii, 15; John v, 39,—and, surely, that which is 
able must be sufficient. —_ , 

Again, the Bible pronounces pon all those who shall add to it, be they 
even angels from heaven.—Gal. i, 8; R a, 18, 19 ; Deut. iv, 2, and xii, 32. 

But further, the Book of Mormoy /@ Sith it its own condemnation, 
being filled from beginning to end with Wy and deceit. It is written 
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them ; and it is a night of sevenfold blackness. Let them pause 
before plunging into it. It is a terrible thing to forsake the light.

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in the style of the Bible; but, unlike the Bible, is full of inconsistencies, blunders, 
and nonsense! Let the following suffice in proof of this statement : In page 376 
the Book of Mormon states that © the disciples were first called Christians in 
America,” but the New Testament says, © the disciples were first called Christians in 
Antioch,” —Acts xi, 26. This 1s an evident mark of forgery; and if we receive 
the one, we must reject the other. On page 53, it is 8aid, © I took a com- 
ass, and it did work whither I desired it.” The passage from which this is forged 
is written in Acts xxviti, 13, © We fetched a compass, and came to Rhegium ;” 
which simply means, that they made a circuit while ailing from Syracuse to 
Rhegium, rendered necessary owing to contrary winds 80 prevalent in that locality. 
The Book of Mormon antedates the discovery of the needle's polarity by 2400 
years : hence we draw the conclusion, that the Book of Mormon is of modern 
date ; and, therefore, 80 far as the Mormons are concerned, it is a base imposition 
and a forgery! Again, in page 384, we are told that *America is the choice of all 
lands ;” which is a flat contradiction to that portion of Holy Scripture which tells us 
that Canaan is the © glory of all lands ;”—Ezek. xx, 6. And again, names and 
words are made use of which were not known until a much later period than that 
in which these Latter-day Saints presume to ay their new revelation was deposited 
in the earth. Lastly, in page 572, God is represented as telling the people to make 
in which men, women, children, and cattle were to cross the Atlantic. The 
words here blasphemously 8aid to be those of the all-wisze God are sufficient 
to explode the whole imposture : they are as follow— 


«They were built after a manner that they were exceeding tight, even that they wonld hold water like a dish ;

It is not, however, to be 8s d for a moment that Joseph Smith 
was capable of writing the Book of Mormon, he being a most ignorant and worth- 
less fellow. The real author of the Book was Mr. Solomon Spaulding, who had 
been a clergyman, but had left the ministry, and entered into business in New 
York, where he became a bankrupt in 1809. The supposed tombs or sepulchral 
mounds of North America were then creating some little interest, and it struck 
Mr. Spaulding that he might better his condition by writing a novel, taking for his 
8ubject the monnds of North America and connecting them with the ten lost tribes 
of 1. In the composition of the novel he adopted the peculiar style of the 
Bible. When the work was completed he took it to a man of the name of Patterson, 
who was & printer in Pennsylvania, but before arrangements could be made for 
its publication Spaulding died. In a few years afterwards Patterson also died ; 
but previously had lent Spaulding's manuscript to a person of the name of Sidney 
Rigdon, who was an intimate friend of Joseph Smith, and these two villians con- 
ceived the idea of palming it on the world as a new revelation. These facts 
are confirmed by the testimony of Mr. Spaulding's wife, brother, partner, and 
several friends. 

The Book of Mormon purports to give an account of a remnant of the ten 
tribes who are supposed to have escaped into America at the time of the national 
desolation, and 4 lived, throve, fought, and perished, where the Red Indians now 
live. Joseph Smith's story of the book being found under a stone, written in 

tian rs on plates of gold, is a consummate piece of imposition and 
humbug! Joseph, as the story goes, not being acquainted with Egyptian, trans- 
lated the book with a glass, which he found in the box with the book, all ready for 
the purpose. In the work of translation he gained the assistance of one Martin 
Harris, a man of 8ome property, but of a very weak mind, to act as his 
amanuensis, whom he persuaded to believe that he had received certain plates of 
gold on which were engraved a new revelation from God. The mode of translation 
was as follows : a large blanket was 8uspended from the ceiling of the room, and 
Joseph 8at on one 8ide and Martin Harris on the other, then Joseph looked through 
the glass, and read aloud the translation, and Martin penned it. The truth un- 
doubtedly is, that J read aloud from the original manuscript by S. Spaulding, 
the real author ow _ k, m_— as an amusement, but fell — ds of 
Joseph Smith, the death panting » The original title of the book, given 
by Spaulding was © The Manuscript Found, or Buried in the Earth.” 
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Besides the Book of Mormon, this arch impostor, Joe Smith, has palmed upon 
his dupes another book, entitled the © Book of Doctrines and Covenants of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, selected from the Revelations of God, 
by Joseph Smith, President.” This book 1s said to contain direct revelations from 
heaven, for the temporal government of the Mormon Church, the tithing and taxa- 
tion of its members, the building of cities and temples, the allotment of lands, the 
emigration of the saints, gathering of monies, &. The book abounds in gram- 
matical blunders and the most impious and abominable doctrines. The following 
are a few amongst hundreds more :—* God, that knowest thy thoughts.” —© Her 
who sitteth upon many waters.” —* The spirit and the body is the 8oul of man.” — 
« Let all the monies which can be spared, it mattereth not to me whether it be little 
or much, be sent up to the land of Zion unto those I have appointed to receive it.” 
—* Provide for him (Joe Smith) food and raiment and whatsoever he needeth.” — 
* In temporal labour thou (Lazy Smith) shall not have strength, for this is not thy 
calling,” together gith many others of a like nature, enforcing, on the authority 
of a sham revelation, funds and means for satisfying the vicious and carnal propen- 
sities of the laziest impostor that ever trod God's footstool. 

The Mormon system, embodied in the Book of Doctrines and Covenants, as 
taught and practised by Joseph Smith and his followers, enjoins and sanctions theft, 


revenge, and murder. 

« Nevertheless, thine enemy is in thine hand, and if thou reward him according to his works thou art jus- 
tified : if he has _—— thy life, and thy life is endangered by him, thine enemy 1s in tay hand, and thou art 
justified.” —Doe. Cov. P+ 218. 


The Mormonites deny the doctrine of original or birth sin, which is in direct 
opposition to the teaching of the Bible.—Psalm li. 5 ; Rom. v. 12. 

The Mormon preachers in their Sermons (if 8uch they can be called), dwell at 
much length on Baptism, which they say is absolutely necessary to salvation ; yet 
of none effect unless administered by themselves, and that by immersion. They 
profess to take all Scripture literally, or as it is written ;—they will admit of no 
symbolical signification being attached to those passages whence they derive their 
peculiar doctrines, and thus taking symbols for realities, on a plausible colouring 
to their errors : they say, © The words are clear, can anything be more plain, —* Be 
baptized for the remission of sins.' ”” Baptism, however, is not remission of sins, but 
the sign of remission : thus all true believers can say, © having our hearts sprinkled 
from an evil conscience, and our bodies washed with pure water.” Heb. x, 22. The 
water is the 8ign, the thing signified is our © hearts are 8prinkled from an evil con- 
8cience.” Thus we argue that as water washes away the filth of the outward body, 
80 the precious blood of Jesus (of which water is the 8ign in baptism), cleanseth 
from all sin. The reader, on examining the following will find, that 7 of 
tism is never once enforced as the condition of forgiveness of 8ins : John iii, 18, 36; 
John v, 24 ; John vi, 40; Acts iii, 19; Acts x, 43, With respect to the mode of 
Baptism, whether it be by sprinkling or immersion, we leave it where the Seri 
leave it ; we are neither told to immerse, nor yet to sprinkle, but to baptize : which 
means to wash, and it can be done one way as well as the other. As regards the 
baptism of Infants, all that can be 8aid here is, that they cannot prove from 
Scripture, that adults only were baptized, for all the baptisms narrated in the New 
Testament were cases of adult converts, and not of those who had been brought 
up by christian parents. -History is also against the Mormonites : for it can be 

roved by undeniable facts, that infants were baptized in the days of the Apostles. 

t may be safely 8aid, therefore, that the Mormonites are as ignorant upon the 
baptismal question, as those philosophers of old were of the surface of the earth, 
who taught that it was flat. 

These impostors pretend to have the spiritual gift of speaking in different 
languages without first learning or studying them, and the facts, as recorded 
in the 2nd of Acts, are taken for their precedent; but, if we examine the 
miraculous gift of tongues conferred upon the Apostles, and compare it with the 
Mormon gibberish, we shall find a great discrepancy between the two. When the 
Apostles spoke in different tongues on the day of Pentecost, their hearers consisted 

men, we are told, of every nation, kindred, and tongue under heaven, and every 
man had the gospel preached in his own neg and he understood what the 
Apostles 8poke, whether he believed or not : and the effect produced was, that many 
were added to the Church, —that is, they believed and were baptized ; but 
the Mormon jargon is a pure piece of impoaition and sham ; and can only be re-

iritual from Catholic priests, and then being able to pay, 
either fraudulently estimate their obligation at the price of a 
bunch of violets or a few pins, or else obtain them for nothing 
under pretence of being Cathohes. 

Now, it is asserted loudly, and statistics 8eem to prove the 
assertion, that the 8wms collected throughout the country for 
the unobtrusive parochial needs are drawn from the poor, and 
not from the rich. In tables of coins published the totals are 
large, but the number of gold and silver coins are comparatively 
few, which points to the conclusion that generally the con- 


* tributors are the poor, in which term we include, not only the 


indigent but the relatively poor, such as the struggling profes- 
sional man, the middle class in po poverty, and all 
who have to make strong efforts to keep the traditional wolf, 
not only from the door, (for that to them s8eems his normal 
ponyens) but also from the dining table and the children's 
cribs. 

No doubt, the bulk of most Catholic congregations, as we 
rejoice to think, 1s composed of the poor, whose mental and 
gpiritual state induces them to give hberally. Pressing wants 
often teach men that anoney 1s not merely the produce of their 
brain or arm, but rather an embodiment of s0me very real 
pain, which they can offer to God most appropriately on the 
altar, when the greatest pain and the most unselfish poverty 
the world ever saw is there being commemorated. Alms- 
giving to a poor man 8eems a very touching s8ymbolecal 
expres810n of sxympathy and union with the King of the poor, 
of faith in future supplies, and an outlet for generosity towards 
others more needy than himself, whose woes he can mentally 
depict all the more vividly because of their family likeness to 
his own. Hence the proportion of alms to income amongst 
the poor 1s often greater than that of one to ten ; once, to our 
knowledge, that of one to three, in a case where the income 
was numbered. weekly in shillings. On the contrary the 
luxurious habits of the rich render the offertory burdensome 
to them, its demands a kind of recognised clerical mendi- 


cancy. This dislike is not diminished, but rather increased by 


the uneasy consciousness that they themselves are its debtors 
for that they too profit by its fruits. On which side of the 
church is an offertory bag most welcome ? On the one side 
it interferes with whist at guinea points, pool, unstinted indul- 
gence 1n clubs, cigars, jewelry, travel, and male elegancies ; on 
the other, 1t limits rivalry in household, dress, and equipage, 
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expenditure in early fruits and flowers, costly fabrics, artificial 
wants, the expensiveness of tastes in art and literature, frivolity 
and amusement, personal adornment, and selfish gratification. 
The daily sacrifice of wants like these to some minds requires 


* the sternness and faith of Abraham, for to them these little 


insinuating wants cling round their hearts with all the tenacity 
of spoiled children. But must not these favourites of fortune 
remember how grave 1s the prospect of the present and future 
of English Catholiciem. In a certain sense Anglo-Catholics 
are waging a war of independence against fearful odds and 
truculent foes. Consequently, as in war time, great sacri- 
fices must be demanded of them if efficiency is to be maintained 


-in the troops and hope in the heart of the leaders. The 


life of nations 1s full of noble instances of the amount of self- 
denial of which a great people is capable when contending for 
some great principle. England showed herself willing to give 
half her income, France one-twentieth of her population, to 
mantain her national supremacy. In like manner now there 
are not wanting noble examples of munificence towards the 
Church but what the rich find hardest to practise is that con- 
stant, self-denying, and unostentatious almsgiving which the 
offertory alone demands. This might have been expected. 
In the American war of independence the people sacrificed 
their domestic habits and tastes to their love of freedom, and 
abjured the use of tea, but, says the author who records this 
fact—

Matters are not 80 bad as this in the Church's campaign, but 
8till too much 1s done by private, and too little by public spirit. 
Churches are built by individual munificence, which should be 
the united effort of a locality ; while religious enterprises, 
which every Catholic should be proud to share, drag slowly 
along for lack of that interest which has learnt to localise 
itself instead of spreading itself generously. Hence arise those 
glaring anomalies, the gifts of thousands for churches and 
markets where no need is felt for either, and the niggardliness 
which allowed an English- working Sisterhood to obtain a 
scanty meal by the sale of some old bottles. Ecclesiastical 
selfisghness might be the comment on the indifference with 
which Churchmen will see their best works and men languish 
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and starve for want of timely .and consistent help. For 
1nstance, wherever the Real Presence 1s loved and worshipped 
among us the name of Mr. Bennett, of Frome, is known and 
lauded as its undaunted confessor, nevertheless a debt of six 
thousand pounds has for years hung over his noblest and most 
abiding work, the restoration of his parish church. The 
names of Mr. Mackonochie and St. Alban's, Holborn, will 
make many men tingle with pleasure who have never asked 
themselves who supplied the deficiency of the Defence Fund 
at the end of the s&wit Martin v. Mackonochie. Or, again, 
the east London incumbents, and many others in the byeways 
unvisited by the ecclesiastical church-tancier, are notorious for 
work, but then they are till more notorious for unprovided 
wants. The truth 1s, the laity of a certain kind require priests 
who are exact counterparts of St Paul, muon: in that 
characteristic of his which led him to take nothing from his 
converts. 

But gross as these exhibitions of meannesss and selfishness 
may be, there is a lower depth still in the abuse to which the 
offertory by 1ts very s8ecrecy is open, more than any other kind 
of Church finance. The privacy of every man's gift is sacred, 
but there are among the coins of the great treasury several 
besides those which bear the imprint of love and faith, there 
are not only the two mites but the genteel silver coins of 
.8mallest value bearing on them the brand of the foolish fraud 
which would have made them pass current with Omniscience 
instead of the gold that was squandered or grudged ; and worse 
than these, the gifts of the ch men, who make their scanty 
alms the means of punishing. the priest through the poverty of 
the altar he s8erves. Surely the man who stints his alms to 
exhibit the petulance of his displeasure, whatever may be his 
boasted Churchmanship, smks to the lowest level of the bigot 
and the knave, for he makes what should be his charity an 
exhibition of temper and vindictiveness under the hypoeritical 
semblance of an offering to God.

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PERMISSIVE BILL. 


[Speech of the Right Reverend Lord Bis8HoP OF EXETER as Chairman of a Public Meeting 
in behalf of the PErRMTS8TIVE PROHIBITORY LiQUOR BILL, in the New Victoria Hall, 
Exeter, June 22nd, 1870.] 


The Brsmoe, on entering the hall, and also on rising to address the 
meeting, was received with loud applause, He aid : Ladies and 
gentlemen, the purpose of this meeting is to support in a greater or less 
degree the bill which has been presented to Parliament by Sir Wilfrid 
Lawzon, and which is generally known by the name of the Permissive 
Bill. (Hear, hear.) I sy in a greater or less because at this 
stage of the movement we are really not con with the details of 
the measnre ; we do not consider that all those who support Sir Wilfrid 
Lawson in his present attempt—nor all those who petition in favour of 
the bill—are therefore of necessity committed to every detail that is 
contained in it; but rather we wish to receive the support, not only of those 
who are enthusiastically in favour of the bill as it stands, but of those also 
who in many respects hold themselves to be still neutral—(hear, hear)— 
and yet feel that something must be done—(applause)—in order to 
removeg one of the greatest evils that now press on the country — 
(a )—and who feel that whatever else may be sid for or against 
this bill of Sir Wilfrid Lawson's, yet this, at any rate, is the only pro- 
posal that is now before us which distinctly aims at the object to be 
attained—(hear, hear)—and that, therefore, in supporting it we do not 
mean to say that we approve of every single detail that is contained in 
it, but we do approve of its great object—(cheers)—and as things now 
stand no alternative measure is put before us for consideration. (Hear, 
hear.) And I say this emphatically on this occasion, because I myself 
have always in this matter held what may be considered as, in 3ome 
degree, a neutral attitude. (Hear, hear.) I am not, and I have always 
publicly stated that I am not, a tetotaller. (Hear.) I have not even 
joined the Alliance, although, of course, I might have done $0 without 
becoming a tetotaller ; but I thought is better not to do 80, chiefly 
because I believed I could further the great object more effectually— 
(applause)—by standing quite apart—(cheers)—and by holding myself 
uncommitted to any particular course. (Hear, hear.) And at such a 
time as this I think it of very great importance that we should endeavour 
to obtain the support of all those who hold a neutral attitude snch as I 
have described. (Hear, hear.) In a country like England, where 
everything has to be discussed between those who are for and those who 
are against, let those who are for push their arguments as far as they 
possibly can, and let those who are against give what answers they are 
able to make. (Hear, hear.) Let those who do not choose distinetly to 
pledge themselves to either side be fair judges of the arguments adduced 
—(hear, hear)—and when they see arguments on one side distinctly 
preponderate, let them while they till retain their neutral attitude, 
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give due weight to this preponderance of argument, and let them say 
as impartial judges, after having heard all that can be sid for and 
against, it seerns quite clear in this case that those who are for the 
measure are more in the right than the others—(applause)—and there- 
fore they shall have our most hearty support. (Cheers.) If it be 
8aid that those who are for the measure are pushing their arguments 
beyond due reason, that they sometimes adduce what all people cannot 
accept, that they sometimes are extravagant in their demands, yet let it 
be remembered that it is not their business, but the business of the 
opposite side, to state the arguments on. that side, and that all great 
measures can only be carried on condition that those who have charge 
of them hall be allowed to push their arguments to the utmost force, 
and to 8xy, * You who differ from us do your best in reply, and let us 
8ee Which will carry the country on the whole.” (Hear, hear.) And, 
therefore, even when I have differed from many of the arguments of 
' thoge who have supported this measure, yet 8till I feel constrained by 
the reason of the case to join them in 8uch a cause as this, and, whilst 
publicly declaring my own neutral position, yet still to declare also that 
from that position it seems to me perfectly clear that 80 far as we have 
yet gone the advocates of the Permissive Bill have distinctly the best of 
the argument. (Hear, hear, and cheers.) When the time comes for 
dealing with the question in detail, then it will be perfectly justifiable 
even for any who have supported this measure to point out the different 
respects in which they may wish to modify it, provided only that they 
take care that they do not modify it 80 that they prevent it from really 
effecting the object at which it aims. (Hear, hear.) I believe, myself, 
that as things now stand the temptations put in the way of all manner 
of people to exceed all bounds in the use of intoxicating liquors are quite 
indefensible. (Cheers.) I believe these temptations have the effect of 
doing most terrible mischief to the whole country. (Hear, hear.) I 
desire to have them diminished to 80 large a degree that, at any rate for - 
the pregent, I am not prepared to separate myself from those who would 
wish to get rid of them altogether, and I feel that the method proposed by 
this bill, namely—to give to every community the right to decide for 
itself how much or how little of this drink sball go into the midst of 
it—is consistent with that self-government which has long been the 
boast of this country. (Hear, hear.) I am not prepared to deny, as 
those who resist this bill sometimes asgert—I am not at all pre- 
pared to deny that there may be cases here and there where the 
majority may not only diminish the traffic but altogether put an 
end to it; but knowing what I do of my countrymen, and 
knowing how hard it is to get Englishmen to restrain liberty, I do 
believe that if in any community it be found that the majority say they 
desire to put a stop to such trade altogether, the evils that they may have 
witnessed before they came to that conclusion must have been such 
as at any rate justify them for the present, and if afterwards they may 
change their minds it will be time enough then to let them do 80 and 
re-establish the trade. (Hear, hear.) I feel confident that although there 
maybe risks in entrusting any community with the right to deal with 
such a matter as this, vet the risks are extremely small, and that on the 
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doing ing up their 
children in spite of the most terrible difficulties. (Hear, hear.) I feel

not prepared to use the same sort of compulsion in a case like this— 
(cheers and loud a )—and say that we will not allow the interests 
- of these little chil to be sacrificed hefore our faces in spite of all 
that we can do in the way of exhortation, or teaching, or schooling, or 
anything else } (Hear, hear, and cheers.) If we are to use compulsion 
in the one case, ten times more should we be allowed to use compulsion 
in the other. (Hear, hear.) But I feel, too, that those who are 
advocating this measure are pleading the cause of many of these 
unhappy men themselves (Hear, hear.) I am certain that there are 
many . who, if they only could shut out the temptation by iron 
walls, would willingly avail themselves of the chance of doing 0. 
(Hear, hear.) There are many who have not quite fallen, who feel 
that they are on the edge of a dangerous precipice, and who s8till 
retain enough senxo of what is duo to their families, and who havo 
self-respect, that if only the power were given them they 
themselves would be the firs} to vote that such temptation should 
never be brought near them. (Cheers.) But I believe that there are 
gome, too, who are actually in the arms of this terrible fiend, and who 
feel that they have no streugth left in themselves to resist the tempta- 
tion any longer, who yet in their more lucid moments would be glad if 
only by downright force they could be kept back from their old course. 
(Loud and prolonged applause.) It is sometimes said that in endea- 
vouring to stop & great evil we do not heitate to deprive many men of 
wholesome, of innocent, of pleasant. refreshment ; but without entering 
into the question how far it is either one of these three—on which no 
doubt in such a meeting as this there would be differences of opinion— 
yet it is quite undeniable that as things now stand the supply of intoxi- 
cating liquors is ten times, probably fifty times, as great as is needed 
for any such purpose as that. (Hear, hear.) And it is this convietion 
which makes me feel it to be an imperative duty to diminish these 
temptations now ; and if the time comes when it sball be said that we 
have gone too far, you may depend upon it there are plenty of people in 
England who are too fond of liberty to allow compulsion to be 
beyond the need for which it is intended. (Applause.) I should recom- 
mend that hefore we talk about that we wait to see until there be some 
8mall chance of any such result coming, and then ps we may be 
ready to discuss it. (Hear.) But we know perfectly well that that is 
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a long way off, and therefore I call-on all those who are still neutral in 
this matter to give a Ig hand: to men whom they may think to be 
going too far, because, although their principles may go very far in the 
correction of abuses, their way is's0'difficult and. 80.8low. that we have a 
very long way to go before we shall run any'risk -of 'doing! mischief in 
that direction. (Applanse.) Buty}.moreover; it/ is 8ometines aid that, 
inasmuch as the Government have promised that they will congider the 
gubject, it would be well that thoge who are advocating this measure 
should now sit still and wait and 8ee what the Government -will do. 
But, on the contrary, it 8eems to me that the history of session after 
. 8eg8ion would teach us 8omewhat a different lesson, (Hear, hear.) We 
find that sesgjgn after 8eg8ion important measures are 8et aside becguse 
of the of public business ; and if we allow anything -of real 
importance to drop into the back d, it is tolerably certain that we 
shall be presently told not only that the Government have no- time to 
attend to it, but that really the country '8eems no longer to care about 
it. (Hear, hear.) We are bound, therefore, to press it on the attention 
of the country. (Hear, hear.) We'are bound to keep up our agitation 
 aguinst this most mischievous evil. (A ) We are compelled to 
force the Government, and ay they have no rest about this 
matter until they not only think but act—(applause)—and, therefore, I 
think that the supporters of the measure are wise in holding meetings 
guch as this. (Cheers.) I trust that you will show, by your hearty 
adherence to what they propose, that you too feel that we cannot afford to 
go to sleep, but that we must go on and on until we have won. (Cheers.) 
The Bi1smor, in responding to a vote of thanks, said : There are two 
things upon which I should like to say a few words. In the first place 
I do not think I can be called upon to arrange myself with those people 
whom Professor Newman described as deficient in heart. I do really 
feel this matter very mach, and I do not think any want of heart will 
make me hold back trom advocating any measure whatever which will put 
down the great evil of intemperance to which the speakers have referred. 
(Cheers.) There is one thing more. The advocates of the Permissive 
Bill are now chiefly concerned with the action of the House of Com- 
mons, and are desirous of inducing them to recognise the fact that a large, 
and not only large, but perpetually increasing, part of its members and 
the constituencies of this country. are determined that some measure of 
this sort must be passed in order to do away with the evils and mischiefs 


of intemperance, which we feel more and more every day. (Hear; hear.) 


We wish to impress this upon the House of Commons, and a petition js 
to be presented to the members of the legislature asking them to vote 
for the measure. It is quite certain in my mind that either this 
measure or something of its kind will pass through the House of 
Commons aud come to the House of Lords. (Cheers.) And I feel 
very little difficulty in saying that when the measure is pasxed throngh 
the House of Commons my support, as far as I can give it, will not be 
wanting in the other House. (Immense cheering.) 
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(From the London Record, of 6th February 1867.)

R. C. L. Bevan took the chair, supported by the Rev. R. Maguire; 
Rev. Dr Begg, of Edinburgh ; Rev. G. R. Badenoch, of Edinburgh ; Rev. 
G. F. Galaher; Colonel Morrisxon; Mr G. W. Hay ; Mr H. Adams; 
Mr John Adams; Mr T. D. Marsball; Dr Davis; Mr J. Tavener; 
Mr C. M. H. Johnston; Mr Robert Davie; &ce. About 300 young 
men were present,* 

The Crarrman, in his opening remarks, expressed the pleasure he 
ſelt in seeing 80 large an attendance of young men, especially because he 
believed these were times of peculiar danger to our Church and country, 
from the immense influence which Popery was exercising on all sides. 
The general public had, in fact, as it appeared to him, forgotten 
what the Papacy really was, and especially its aspect towards 


© God. Attention had been mainly concentrated on its anti-social 


tendency, but Popery was «as mnch the enemy of God as of 
man. (Hear, hear.) He feared that too many were of the same opinion 


, with respect to Popery as Little Red Riding Hood was about the wolf 


— that it was & poor old thing that could do her no harm—(a laugh)— 
but if they did not mind what they were abont they would come to the 
8ame end that she did, Nothing was more characteristic of the tactics 
of the Romish Church than that it sought, under the guise of Ritualism 


* The number pregent was considerably larger, the hall being crowded to excess, 
and about 250 were enrolled as member + the time of tho wanting 
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and 8imilar movements, to gain a footing within the Charch of England, 
and thus gradually pervert that institution into & branch of the Church 
of Rome. (No, no.) He hoped and believed that it would not; bat 
he feared that if any of the questions they raised were referred to any of 
the ordinary tribunals the Papists wonld get more than they lost, and 
the more snch men got entrance into the Charch, and good earnest Pro- 
testant clergymen might be driven out, the greater the national danger, 
Under these circumstances, he rejoiced exceedingly to see 80 numerous 
a body of young men belonging to the middle classes eager and inter- 
ested in this subject, prepared to stndy it, and to exert their influence 
in controverting the errors of Popery, and connteracting the influence 
of its insidnons advocates, He only wished that the movement would 
Spread both higher and lower; but in the meantime he heartily con- 
gratulated the London branch of the Scottisch Reformation Society on 
the spirited commencement of their first educational session, 

The Lecturer (Mr Maguire), who was warmly received, then 
proceeded to open the course. The object was, he said, to 
enable those who attended it to form distinct and elear ideas of the 
fundamental differences between the Romish Charch and Protestantiem— 
to fit them to detect fallacies, expose false assumptions, and gener- 
ally to cultivate a strong Protestant feeling. The necessity for snch 
controversial teaching was shown by the facts of the day. A generation 
ago the Papacy was a thing of the past, because the Papacy was not 
aggressive. But now all that was changed, and unless our young people 
were educated controversially, we should not be able to withstand the 
advances of Rome. Woe had nothing, at all events, to gain from 
ignorance, Ritnalism in our own Church he considered but the mask 
under which Romish doctrines were undoubtedly hidden. If it were 
only a fashion it would have its day, like every other fashion, and go 
out; but every one of these innovations was typical of doctrines 
subversive of Protestantism, and the movement was in reality a strategic 
one on the part of the Romish Church—which had nothing to do in 
the matter but stand aside and wish success to it. When the people of 
England saw the tendency of these innovations, they wonld ronse 
themselves to a sense of their danger. The rev. gentleman then gave a 
Sketch of the work that he proposed to do, and invited all present to 
enrol their names as candidates for the examination, 

The Rev. Dr Bxcc propoed the thanks of the meeting to the 
lecturer and to the chairman. He trusted that the work ot the Society 
would progress as favourably here as it had north of the Tweed. 
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| The meeting concluded with the doxology. 
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We will only add that the greatest interest in the proceedings was 


manifested by all present; the lecturers and the speakers received much 
applause.

Taz London organisation of this important Society was 
on Friday evening, by an influential meeting held in the house of Mr 
Shaw, of York Place, Portman Square. Mr Shaw, who occupied the 
chair, briefly stated the object of the meeting, and having explained the 
reasons why the Scottish Reformation Society had resolyed to establish 
a branch of their operations in London, he concluded by introducing the 
Rev. Dr Begg, of Edinburgh. Dr Begg proceeded, at considerable 
length, to explain the whole cireumstances in which the new organisa- 
tion had originated, and the object of its establishment. He explained 
the origin of the Scottish Reformation Society, and its snccessful efforts 
in the North.

« The Catholic faith delivered by the Holy 318 fathers, (viz. at Nice,) and by 
the Holy 150 fathers, (viz. at Constantinople,) also by the other most 
glorious fathers, (viz. at Ephesus,) we guard, and according to that we believe. 
The most Rev. Bishops exclaimed, © No perso0n makes any other exposition of 
faith. We neither attempt nor dare to do 80. For the Fathers have taught, and 
in writings are preserved, those things which have been set forth by them ; and 


other than these we cannot p 
« Those principles which have been zet forth are sufficient : it is not lawful to 


make any other exposition,”” 

We learn then from the Council of Chalcedon that this was the faith 
of the Church for four hundred and fifty-one years after our Lord. 

Now, we have another infallible witness to prove that it had never 
been changed up to the year 1546. This witness the Church of Rome 
must admit, for it is no less than her own Council of Trent. This 
Council, in the Session held February 4th, 1546, declares as follows :—

If the learned Prelate, and those of the Clergy who 
agree with him in thinking that it is expedient to withhold 
from good and loyal civil subjects the civil privileges of. 
the Government under which they live, on account of inno- 
cent, though (in our judgment) erroneous religious opi- 

nions, would be content to state their own sentiments, 
without intimating, that. all true friends to our: excellent 
ecclesiastical establishment must entertain the same senti- 
ments, I should feel very little disposed, * in life's last 
stage,” to obtrude myself upon your Lordships' attention

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upon the present occasion ; but it is quite impossible for 
a person in my situation to sit silent under the most dis- 
tant suspicion of being deficient in zeal for the welfare of 
that church of which he is minister, because he feels 


strongly, and expresses plainly what he feels, whenthe 


wrongs, the insults, the unprovoked and cruel wrongs, 
which, year after year, are heaped upon more than five 
millions of as loyal subjects, and as conscientious Chris- 
tians as any in his Majesty's dominions, become the topic 
of public discussion ; and because he presumes to doubt, 
whether an obstinate perseverance in this narrow, wretched 
system of exclusion, be the best method of promoting the 
real interest of the United Church of England and Ireland.

the whole of Europe, 80 degraded by persecuting laws of 
England is; I call upon him to show me a single country, 
the inhabitants of which are treated with so much harsh- 
ness and injustice as the Catholic inhabitants of unhappy 
Ireland. *<« But,” says the Noble Lord, © the oppressive 
laws 80 much complained of have been repealed for half a 
century.” A very able writer, and a very honest patriot— 


1 mean Sir H. Parnell—in his accurate History of the 


Penal Laws of Ireland, tells us a very different story. I 
will not, however, dwell upon the sad detail, as1t is not my 
intention to aggravate, but to heal. 

I have to detain your Lordships only a few minuteg 
more. If it could be proved—but I think it never will —- 
that the worldly advantage of any particular ecclesiastical 


establishment of Christianity cannot be maintained without - 


an obvious violation, on the part of its members, of the 
leading principles of the Christian religion ; such, for 
instance, as that most excellent precept, **to do unto 
others, in all cases, as we would they should do nanto us,” 
and that *new commandment, to love one another”—new, 
both in degree and in extent, which our Divine Master be- 
queathed to his followers, as his last and best legacy; if, 
I 8ay, even the Church of England cannot stand, unless its 
members be called upon to act in direct opposition to those 
distinguished precepts of our holy religion, I, for one, 
Should say, without the smallest hesitation, let it fall ; for, 
my 'Lords, it must never be forgotten, that an ecclesiasti- 
cal establishment is no part of Christianity, but the mode 
only of propagating its doctrines ; as has been accurately 
and justly remarked by Archdeacon Paley. It seems then 
to follow, as a legitimate consequence, that the outward 
building, the mere fabric of the temple, would hardly be 
worth preserving, if that charity, which is the guardian 
angel of the inner temple, had taken its flight, and * the 
glory was departed.” | 

I shall, perhaps, be asked—indeed I have been asked 
more than once—1f I feel prepared to abide by the result of 
my opinions ; a result which, in the judgment of some, 
must be attended with the entire loss of those pecuniary 
advantages, and of the honour of a seat in this House, 
which I derive from my present situation in the Established 
Church? To my present situation in the Established 
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Church ? To this question, my Lords, my answer is very 
short and very sincere. Worldly advantages, of whatever 
description, which can only be 8ecured by the oppression 
of five millions of loyal fellow subjects, and conscientious 
fellow Christians, have no charms for me; they are poor and 
valueless; I do not wish to hold them by s0 bad a tenure ; 
on the contrary, I would gladly relinquish them to-morrow, 
and « eat my bread in peace and privacy,” if, by 80 doing, 
the cause which I have at heart could be effectually pro- 
moted. | 

 These, my Lords, are my genuine sentiments; they 
have been the 8ame for more than half a century, and 1 
am now much too old to change them. I dare not, how- 
ever, rashly 8ay, as has been said, that whatever altera- 
tion of circumstances may occur in this ever-shifting 
Scene of human life, these sentiments will remain unal- 
tered; but I will say, that reflecting seriously upon what 
bas passed, and is till passing before my eyes, there is 
very little probability of my thinking differently from 
what I now do. 

With respect to the political part of the subject now 
under your Lordships' consideration, it is not in my pro- 
vince; and if it were, I should be unwilling to weary your 
Lordships' attention, by a repetition of those unanswered 
and unansw-..rable arguments, which have been 80 often 
urged in behalf of the Catholics, by many of the best and 
wisest men of the age in which we live : 1 must, notwith- 
standing, venture to observe, that your Lordships have, 
once more, an opportunity of doing tardy justice to a 
large portion of his Majesty's subjects,—an opportunity 
which, if neglected, is likely to be followed, and at no 
very distant period, by events which neither the wisdom 
nor the power of Government may be able to control.

There 
was an item given of 20 guineas f organ, Now he (Sir Jobn New- 


port) did not know what right or authority any of these vestries had to 
tax the parishioners for an organ; at all events, common decency de- 
wanded that the Roman Catholic laity, who were excluded from the ves- 
tries, ought not to be called upon to — the expenses of an organ used 
in a Protestant Church. This expense for the organ was raised, in the 
year 1815, to fifty pounds, the corporation having withdrawn its contri- 
bution for want of unds. In censequence, therefore, of the corporation 
having discontinued to pay their share of the expense, the parish was 
taxed to the further amount of 307, In the following year the corpora- 
tion declined paying the expense of repairing and meuding the clock, and 
this expense was also charged upon the parish.” 

« CASTLECOMER, CounTY K1LKENNY.—lIn the return from the pa. 
rish of Castlecomer, in the County Kilkenny, there were 8ome s8ingular 
items—one Mr. William Taylor's bill was charged 220. 7s.; there came 
an item, interest on ditto, two guineas. (A laugh,) This was a carpen- 
ter's bill for repairing his own house. But who did the House conceive 
this William Taylor was? Let them not imagine that he figured only in 
the capacity of a carpenter. He was, moreover, the parish clerk and the 
schoolmaster—(a laugh)—and the account of this ingenious pluralist 
stood thus —

« DRoGREDA.—One more rate as to another parish, into which, by 

itzelf alone, all possible sins and violations of law 8eemed to be collected. 
Against the parish of Saint Peter, Drogheda, there was charged : an 
organist 500, a year; a boy to assist the organist, 51. a year; to the 
tuner of the organ, 101.—(hear)—the parish clerk was paid 30L,—ten 
pounds more than was allowed by the statute; the sexton had 24l.—. 
raised in 1818 to 317, Then for rebuilding the house of the parish clerk 
—this was in the year 1815—4291. 9s. (Hear, hear.) Had any body 
ever heard before of a parish building houses for a clerk and 8exton ; 
and at such a cost as 4297.? And this was not all—for actually, in the 
year 1823, there was, © for improving the clerk's house,' a charge of 337. 
(Hear, hear.) A further item of 68. 11s. appeared for wax candles. 
(Hear, hear, and a laugh.) And for wine for the $sacrament, from the 
year 1812 to the present time, from 217. to 367. annually. (Much cheer- 
ing and laughter.)” 

&© Tvan.—The next document he should notice was a return from 
Tuam, in which city there was a Cathedral as well as a Parochial 
Church. He d to call the attention of the House to the statute by 
which Parochial Churches were united with Cathedrals; because the 
powers given by this statute had been very grossly abused. The provi- 
ions of that statute applied to Cathedral Churches, which were 80 incom- 
modiously situated that they could not be conveniently resorted to for di- 
vine 8ervice. 'This could not apply to the cathedral of Tuam, because it 
was sitnated in the town. The statute went on to state, that whereas 
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many cathedral churches had been suffered to go to ruin and coy; &e, 
Now he (Sir John N.) thought the dignitaries ought to be compelled to 
repair the Cathedrals out of the benefices, instead of throwing the bur- 
then upon the parigh, The $tatute, which manifestly did not apply to a 
cathedral situated in a town, had been alleged as the ground for uniting 
the cathedral with the parish church, and throwing tbe expense of re- 
pairing it upon the parish. By the provisions of the statute, a moiet 
of the expense was to come out of the economical fund of the cathedra], 
and the'other moiety was to be paid by the parish.—In defiance of these 
provisions, however, the parich had been charged with the whole ex- 
pense. The first item in the return from Tuam was directly in defiance 
of the Act. It gave to the clerk, 20 guineas, when the statute gave no 
more than 20, There were other items—for the parish register, 5 gui- 
neas ; for the vestry clerk, 10 guineas; and for the sexton, 10 guineas, 
But the most cu charge was the next :—For 12 quarto prayer- 
books for the church, 12 guineas—fkear, hear )—for two bound in mo- 
rocco for the communion, 80 much— (hear, kear)— for eight smaller ones, 
80 much more, There was scarcely a Protestant went into the church 
but had a prayer-book at the cost of the parish ! ( Hear, and laughter.) 
With respect to the collection of the assessment, a Roman Catholic gen- 
tleman had offered to collect it for 20. This proposal had been re- 
jected, and it had been given to some one else at 307. (Hear, hear.) 

he effect of all this was, that the parisb rate, which had in the year 
1812 been 24d. in the pound, was now increased three times over—it 
was 7d. Then, could any man doubt that there was a necessity for econ - 
trol over proceedings like these ; when four or five Pootestants, the only 
people of that class in a parish, were taxing the whole parish just in any 
way they pleased? (Hear, hear.) 

« Parisn OF ST. Geokct, DuBLINn.—The original estimate for 
building the church of St. George, Dublin, amounted to 16,0007. This 
had been swelled to the enormous amount of 57,0007. And as a great 
deal of this money had been borrowed, the payment of the interest 81ill 
continued a burthen on the parish.” 

* RapyYor.,—There were people anxious to promote the Hibernian 
Bible Society; and in Raphoe they voted 108. for this purpose. And 
this, be it remembered, was to come out of the pockets of the Catholic 

ntry, for the use of a society avowedly established to make prose- 
ytes to the Protestant faith.” 

The next is a bird of another colour. It shews that nothing could es- 
cape the minute as well as majestic spirit of vestry peculation, They 
were too great $aints to strain at the gnat, although they swallowed the 
camel, 

© BisHors,—[In one place—and he regretted the circumstance, because 
it reflected on high dignitaries of the Church—a tax was made to repair 
the Bishop's throne, to provide a clothes horse for his closet, and brushes, 
ewers, basins, &c. and indeed every 8pecies of article for the toilette of a 
finished gentleman.” — (4 laugh.) 

* CURATE.—In another parish in Dublin, a sum of one hundred gui- 
neas was voted out of the rates, to pu;chase a piece of plate for the cu- 
rate.” 

* CLeRK.—PFifty pounds were also voted to the parish clerk, and the

« OrRGANIST.—In one parish, in the course of ten years, the organist 
received more than 8501. and the bellows blower was also a pen: (et he 
had 150. a year; and there was a vestry maid at 200. three 8er- 
vants to attend the Church.”

©« CaUuRca.—ln one of the returns there was a remarkable nota bene, 
which he would read to the House. It was this—* Nota bene—no access 
to the Church or Church-yard, for man or horse, but by cli over 
two or three walls.” From this it appeared that access to the Church was - 
not considered at all material; 80 the money was levied, the only object in 
- view was attained,” 

« SINGING.—lIn many instances palpable modes were taken to evade 
the law which limited the amount of salary to the clerk. He was first 
paid for his clerkship 207 then they gave him 20 guineas for singing, 30 
guineas for iustructing the boys; 20 guineas for teaching the girls, and 
20 guineas more for extra services (a laugh); 80 that the salary was 
raised to 1200. and 1408. a year.” ; 

Sir John Newport arrainged all these charges as being grossly illegal. 
They clearly were 80. He accused the vestries of the profligate robbery 
of the people. It was not denied; and he concluded his speech on the 
16th of Feb1uary, 1826, by the following motion, which was seconded by 
Lord Althorpe. It is important to bear in mind every word of it, as it 
appears on the Jourvals of the Hoase of Commons. _ ; 

«« That from the detailed return of parochial assessments imposed dur- 
ing ten years past in Ireland, as laid before the House, it appears that 
large $ums of money have been levied for purposes, in many jnstances, 
not warranted by law, and for paying salaries to officers at rates exceed- 
ing the limits prescribed by salutary regulation. That these and other 
considerable abuses appear to prevail in the imposition and application of 
such parochial assessments, in consequence of the absoJute want of ade- 
quate control to secure their limitation within proper bounds, and their 
appropriation to definite and legitimate objects. That it becomes the 
duty of the legislature to make efficacious provisien for the easy attain- 
ment of such control and against the recurrence of such abuses, particu- 
larly as a large proportion of the persons who are subjected to payments 

parochial levies are at present by law excluded from voting in 
vestries held for the imposition of many of these as8688ments,” 


We will say nothing bere of the levity imputed to the Honourable 
Hoase, while such glaring instances of peculation were brought before

Sts,—It would occupy much more time than either you or I can be 
disposed to expend upon such a sabject, were I to detail all the measures 
resorted to by the Prelates and Parsons of the Establishment in Ireland, 
to annoy, vilify, and misrepresent their Catholic fellow-subjects. The 
most keen practitioners in this moral torture are sure to be the most fa- 
voured by the Irish Government ; and, accordingly, we find not only 
all the Irish Bishops, but also the Candidates for Episcopal offices, ar- 
dent in the manifestation of their bigotry, with a view to the promotion 
of their professional advancement. Those zealous Church-brokers (for 
they have abandoned the station of religious Ministers) calculate the 
dangerous consequences of every act that may, by misrepresentation, be 
attributed to a spirit of Christian liberality on their part, and most cau- 
tiously do they shun all connexion with such hazardous experiments. 
A curious, and, considering his connexions, very lamentable instance 
of this malignant influence, lately occurred. A Reverend Dean on the 


- Irish Establishment had obtained the character of liberality. He was 


in London during the examination of Dr. Magee before Parliament, and 
actually canvassed among the Members of the Committees for some one 
who would examine him, in order that he night be used as a set-off 
against the illiberal opinions of the Archbishop. Not content with this, 
he was accnstomed to avail himself of every opportunity, even in the 
public __ to declaim, in unmeasured terms, against the My of 
Magee, Elvi n, and others. However, he to preach one or 
two i in town ; and, fancying wy ger s0 far won the 
hearts of intolerance, that there was now a chance of a successful push 
for a mitre, he fl his liberality over-seas ; and, within the present 
year, in defiance of all his former public, nay obtrusive professions, he 
subscribed a petition against those Catholic claims which he was wont 
to extol, and, with his confederates, including that same Dr. Magee, 
solemnly charged the Catholics of Ireland with having © for a length of 
time,” assailed the Protestant religion and its ministers (meaning bim- 
self amongst others), © under the pretence of soothing Civil Reli- 
gious Liberty, but with the real design of obtaining powers subversive 
of both, and with the hope of — the Established Religion; 

and this worthy Dean further Catholic neighbours (s0me 
of them his substantial and forhs ) with having © enlisted 
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themselves, unqualifiedly, ia the service of a Pricsthood, all whose prin- 
ciples are at direct variance with those of the Protestant faith, and who 
are triumphantly announced, by their acknowledged champions, as eager 
to confederate thems-lves with a foreign enemy against the Institutions, and 
the very existence of the realm, both in Church and State.” 

I cannot conceive a more decided proof of the actual intolerance that 
is engendered by the bad spirit of ,* the great conspiracy” than this 
conduet of the Rev, Dean. : 

You are not to imagine that those anti-Catholic Brokers harass them- 
selves overmuch with the discharge of the ostensible duties of their 
office. By no means; they take all those matters easy enough. Their 
desire is not to sustain their own principles, but to decry the principles 
and misrepresent the conduct of the Catholics, particularly the Ca- 
tholic Clergy, thereby illustrating the justice of the old Irish definition 
of © a good Protegtant ;*” namely, © one who bates the Papists, and who 
never goes to Church.” 

They carry this principle into any station in which they may be placed, 
without _ to appearances or consequences, and to the influence of 
that discreditable spirit, we must attribute the endeavours made by cer- 
tain persons connected with the London Tavern Committee (appointed 
in the year 1822, for the administration of the funds raised in England 
for the relief of the Irish peasantry), who sought to exclude the Catholic 
Clergy of Ireland from any share in the distribution of that relief, and 
would probably have succeeded in their illiberal and most mischievous 
project, bad not they been steadily and strongly resisted by Mr. Charles 
Grant, Mr. Jobn Smith, and other really benevolent members of the 
Committee. : 

The whole constitution of society, in Ireland, is corrupted and cor- 
roded by the s8pirit of that- intolerant and seditious Ascendancy. Not 
only are the Church and Government placed by it in opposition to the 
people, but the spirit which it engenders sets subject against subject, 
neighbour neighbour, and Christiau against Christian. It con- 
trols all encies to 8ocial benevolence, and counteracts the labours of 
genuine philanthropy. * 

And who, may I ask, is served by this system, for the maintenance of 
which snch enormous sacrifices are made ? Not the Established Church, 
for it is rendered thereby odious and barbarous in the contemplation of 
the people. Not the financial or political interests of England, for they 
are grievously depressed and deteriorated by it. Not the fame of Eng- 
land, for the maintenance of this intolerant ascendancy has made her 
fame a bye-word among nations. Not the Christian system generally, 
for its pure followers are scandalized by its exbibition ; certainly not 
Ireland, for 8he writhes under the torture, and looks forward to no ter- 
mination of her wrongs and sorrows, until that bad spirit is laid pros- 
trate. Not the Protestant religion generally—not its doctrines—not its 
worship—not its discipline—not its Government. 

What then, I ask z is gained by the sacrifices made to uphold 
the cruel system? Literally nothing, but the gratification of the un- 
christian and uncharitable passions of some dozen or two of haughty 
— together- with a due proportion of craving Parsons and their 
as80clates, | | 
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And what is the good done by these intolerant Prelates and Parsons, 
and their associates, to entitle them to public cuppott, at the cost of 
Such national sacrifices ? They are the most barefaced, and most inde- 
cent jobbers in that land of jobbing. Not content with a full propor- 
tion of the general jobbing, they have their own peculiar jobs, in the 
management of funds appropriated to ecclesiastical or charitable uses, 
as the building of churches and glebes, the establishment of schools, 
&ce. Congult the officers intrusted with the collection of the First Fruits, 
and they will tell you that the Prelates, or Parsons, in Ireland, have 
never in a single instance paid their just proportions to the fund. Look 
to the Reports of the Commissioners of Irish Education Inquiry for the 
foundations instituted by them, and yon will not find one, no not one, 
worthy of being recorded. Look to the Returns of the Vestry Assess- 
ment and expenditure in Ireland, and you will find them grinding the 
wretched Catholic peasantry for the most trifling sum, even for the 
washing of their surplices. Indeed there is something peculiar in the 
classification of the items. Thus, in p. 1360, the Return of the Rev. J. 
Ashe, Rector of the Union of Kilmolara and Ballincholla, in the diocess 
of Tuam, we find, in the year 1821—* Cash, for washing the surplice, 
17, 2s. 9d.” and, in the year 1822, © Cash, for elements and turf, 11. 10s.” 
That there should be some turf necessary to keep the church warm 1 
do not mean to deny, for the whole Protestant population of that union 
amounts only to 23 persons, young and old, while the Catbolies, amount- 
ing to 2017 wretchedly impoverished peasants, are compelled to fur- 
nisb tithe, church, glebe, soap, elements, turf and all, at the same time 
that they are unable to provide for themselves any otber than a low 
thatched cabin, without a second window in it, as their only place of 
worship. And yet they are cried down as guilty of bigh crimes and mis- 
demeanours if they should venture to whisper a complaint, nay, even a 
doubtful hint, about the odious contrast. As to the foundation of a 
Church by one of thoze intolerant doctors reverend and reverend sup- 
porters of the Establishment in Ireland, they would Iaugh in your face 
if you were to express any suspicion of their being sv simple as to 
waste their hard earnings on such purposes. They will expend, or ra- 
ther job upon, the public money as long and as liberally as you please, 
but they can spare nothing from themselves. The old-fashioned title 
of © Founders" of Churches is become obsolete in Ireland, and the more 
prudent office of © Commissioners for building Churches” has succeeded. 
If you must visit religious or literary foundations, inquire for the 
relics of Irish Popery, her mouldering Temples and Colleges. In every 
part of that calumniated country you would find some 8uch monu- 
ment, of which you may, with truth, as has been said of modern Rome, 
observe: Quam magna fueris integra, fracta doces ? Not $0, in this glo- 
rious age of © the New Reformation.” If a church be required, appli 
cation must be had to the Commissioners or to the poor box. As I do 
not pretend to any higher rank than my signature imparts, a mere 
«« practical observer,” I would beg leave tojustify this view by refer- 
ence to certain proceedings had under the guidance of that fly-blown joint 
of the Irish establishment, Dr. Magee. In the Dublin papers of Octo- 
ber and November, 1824, an advertisement appeared, under the head 
of © Free Church, for the general Population of Dublin ;” and it stated, 
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that * in most parts of the City the churches are fully occupied, to the 
entire exclusion of the lower classes, and in none is there room secured for 
their free reception.” This avowal, authenticated by Dr. Magee and a 
crowd of Parsons, that the © lower orders” are entirely excluded from 
the Dublin churches, and not one geat or standing room for a poor man, 
furnished tolerable accurate proof of the system in Ireland, and of its 
claim on —_— Protestants ; and also furnished a singularly favour- 
able opportunity for a really Christian Prelate and clerical body, if such 
they were, to found a free church for the poor. But no, they scorned 
such an imitation of Popish s8nperstitions ; the Archbishop started a col- 
lection, contributed his mite, the Parsons promised sermons, and the la- 
dies set up;a baby-linen sbop in Grafton-street, Dublin, for the benefit of 
the Free Church, which they continued to advertise till very lately ; and 
to this joint petticoat government of the Archbishop and the ladies, the 
lower classes of the Protestants of Dublin are still consigned, though 
considerably more than a million of public money had been expended 
upon the building of churches in Ireland, within the comparatively short 
period of twenty-five years, and that, too, by the Bishops themselves, as 
Commissioners. 

And now, Sir, baving pointed out a few, and but very few, of the many 
illustrations within my knowledge of the conduct of the Establishment 
in Ireland, or rather of its most officions ministers, I would ask whether 
there be any 8nch extraordinary merits on their part as should command 
public opinion and feeling to 8ustain their unprofitable ascendancy, and 
administer to their inordinate intolerance, at the annual expense of se- 
veral millions of poands by Englishmen, the sacrifice of their fame, and 
the us torture and wrong of their Irish fellow-subjects? Above 
all, I would put it to the Clergy and Prelates of the Established Church 
in England, whether it be not the last excess of folly on their part, to 
indulge in a chivalrons assumption of partnersbip in the responsiVility 
incurred by the Irish Churchmen? Would it not be more wise and 
more just to leave those hot-headed intolerants to justify and sustain, if 
they can, own excesses? A single moment's reflection must satisfy 
any English Clergyman, that it is not the protection of the 
Established "Church that the Irish Brethren solicit his co-operation, 
but the maintenance of an anti-Christian political ascendancy. I con- 
clude for this day, with suggesting that it would be more wise and far 
more creditable for the English portion of the Church Ministry to use 
all their influence towards urging the adoption of a conciliatory con» 
duct by the Prelates, Ministers, and Agents of the Church in Ireland ; 
to point to certain 8igns of the times which nothing short of inconsiderate 
passion could have overlooked, and to bear in mind the language of 
that most earnest friend of the Church the late Mr. Windham, who, in - 
his letter to Sir J. C. Hippisley, in 1808, observed, © If the Church of 
England is ever to be overturned, it will not be by the Catholics, but 
by sects of a far different description, or by persons of no religion what- 
ever.”

truders upon the ministerial functions and sacerdotal authority, who 
have entered the sheepfold to prey upon the flock. I will ask them in 
the language of Tertullian, who are you Marcion ? and you Apelles, 
who are you, whence do you come—from whence did you receive your 
mission ? Whilst I render unto Cesar the things that are Czsar's, fear- 
less of my destiny, I will banish timidity, and bumble, unprepared and 
incompetent as I feel, I will attempt to defend my religion from abuse 
—my country from calumny. A Reverend Gentleman has asserted 
that the Reformed Church always possessed a mild and tolerant spirit— 
unfounded assertion ! idle and silly eulogy ! Does be forget the bloody 
murders and frauds of the wife-killing Harry, and the vices of his per- 
secuting daughter Elizabeth—not forgetting the boy King Edward ? 
Does he forget the bluod-stained reigns of the English Nero and Je- 
zabel* England eat weeping to see her altars overthrown, her churches 
in ruin, and her monasteries demolished ; and during that dire and 
eventful period, the new doctrine was ushered in by bloodsbed and mas- 
sacre, by the confiscation of property, and the violation of all charity, 
by crime and sacrilege, and the most flagrant abominations according 
to Hudibras, their holy faith was founded on the sacred text of pike and 
gun.

I will not recite the bloody edicts framed by a worse 
than Dioclesian vor Caligula, by tyrants which hell seemed to vomit 
forth. Tura your eyes towards distracted, stigmatised and bleeding 
Ireland, that country whose benighted children excite s0 much com- 
miseration in the breasts of those Rev. Traducers.— What becomes of 
their pity, when they Send callous and relentless tithe proctors to wrest 
from poverty and Popery, the means of their own luxury and dissi- 
pation, —while those fanatic wanderers, those clouds without water, 
those raging waves of the sea, foaming out their own confusion,—those 
travelling $tars, leaving their native orbits, make an appeal to the British 
public to rescue the illiterate Irish from the thraldom of Popery and 
Superstition, forgetting that their own pious flocks, left nnguarded by 
those roaming but well-paid shepherds, are carried about by every 
wind of doctrine. Unfortunate Ireland will not change the faith of ages 
for the novelties of yesterday. Shall I call to your recollection or 
awaken British sympathy for the wrongs of my wo-worn country ? 
Shall I depict the axe of the executioner, crimsoned with the blood of 
our murdered fathers, and the fanatic assassin's steel, tinged with the 
purple of the martyr's heart Where the frowning fragments of movld- 

ing monasteries and ruined churches seemed to mourn over the 
premature fall of murdered innocence and the clay-cold tombs of their 
Slanghtered inmates. The Rev. Mr. Daly bas stated that an old woman 
rejected a testament in consequence of not finding purgatory men- 
tioned in it. If the Rev. Gentleman referred to the book of Mac- 
cabees, which was defined as canonical scripture by the third couneil of 
Carthage, he would find that Judas Maccabeus sent twelve thousand 
drachms to Jerusalem, that prayers might be offered for the souls of 
his $oldiers slain in battle.

When this recruit was interrogated by the district Colonel re- 
specting his religious profession, his reply was, © I am a cotton spinner, 
Sir.” Nor is the case [| mention a solitary one. Let the moral condi- 
tion of both countries be compared, and though Ireland's Priests were 
bunted as beasts of prey, and Catholic school-masters were subject to 
penalties and banishment for practising the duties of their profession, I 
hesitate not to assert, that a decided preference must be given to Ire- 
land. What has been the effects of bible reading without note or com- 
ment, and $subject to private interpretation ?

There 
are more crimes committed in Britain's boasted metropolis, that Sodom 
and Gomorrah, in one year, than are perpetrated all over Ireland in 
Seven. With respect to her religion, it is fixed as the sun in tbe orbit 
of the gospel. There are no Southcottian fanatics amongst the children 
of ler communion, believing that an antiquated female was pregnant of 
the Messiah, ready to shout hosannah to the Son of David ; no hoary 

headed Catbolic Irizhmen to submit to the painful knife of circumcision, 
for they know that the Desired of Nations has already come ; nor do 
bleeding infants breathe their last gasp from the unskilful operation of 
an abrogated rite. The Rev. Mr. Daly denounced the long list of Pon- 
tiffs that sat in the Papal chair, as wicked and immoral characters ; he 
forgets the scandalous lives and licentious conduct of the vow-breaking 
Reformers.

; Ms. Pitt would have felt it, at all events, his Gs herons to the meeting of Par- 
i to submit to your Majesty the result of the best consideration which your 
confidential Servants could give to the important questions respecting the Catholics 
and Dissenters, which must naturally be agitated in consequence of the Union, The 
knowledge of your Majesty's general indisposition to any change of the laws on this 
would have made this a painfal w— him ; and it is become much mote $80 
by learning from some of his colleagues, and from other quarters, within these few 
days, the extent to which your Majesty entertains, and has declared, that sentiment. 
He trusts your Majesty will believe, that every principle of duty, gratitude, and 
attachment, must make him look 10 your Majesty's ease and satisfacuon, in preference 
to all considerations, but those arising from a sense of what, in his honest opinion, i$ 
Que to the real 1nterest of your Majesty and your dominions. Under the impresvion 
of that opinion, he has concurred in what appeared to be the prevailing sentiments of 
the majority of the Cabinet—that the admission of the Catholics and Dissenters to 
offices, and of the Catholics to Parliament (from which latter the Dissenters are not now 
excluded), would, under certain conditions to be specified, be highly advisable, with a 
view to the tranquillity and improvement of Ireland, and to the general interests of the 
United Kingdom. | 
For himself, he is, on full consideration, convinced that the measure would be 
attended with no danger to the Established Church, or to the Protestant interest in

At the same time, after the gracious intimation which has been recently conveyed 
to him of your Majesty's sentiments on this point, he will be acquitted of presumption 
in adding, that if the chief difficulties of the present crisis should not then be sur- 
mounted, or very materially diminished, and if your Majesty should continue to think 
that bis humble exertions could, in any degree, contribute to conducting them to a 
farourable issue, there is no personal difficulty to which he wil not rather submit, 
than withdraw himself at such a moment from your Majesty's service, He would 
even, in Such a case, continue, for such a short further interval as might be necessary 
to oppose the agitation or discussion of the question, as far as he can consistently 
with the line to which he feels bound uniformly to adhere, of reserving to himsel? a 
full latitude on the principle itself, and objecting only to the time, and to the temper 
and circumstances of the moment. But he must entreat that on this supposition, it 
may be distinctly understood, that he can remain in office no longer than till the issve 
(which he trust on every account will be a speedy one) of the crisis now depending, 
Shall admit of your Majesty's more easily forming a new arrangement ; teal (has he 
will then receive your Majesty's permission to carry with him into a private Situation 
that affectionate and grateful attachment, which your Majesty's goodness for a long 
course of years has impressed on his mind, and that unabated zeal for the ease and 
honour of your Majesty's Government, and for the public service, which he trusts will 
always govern his conduct. 

He has only to entreat your Majesty's pardon for troubling you on one other point, 
and taking the liberty of most respectfully, but explicitly, submitting to your Majesty 
the indispensable necessity of effectually discountenancing, in the whole of the inter- 
val, all attempts to make use of your Majesty's name, or to influence the opinion of 
any individual, cr descriptions of men, on any part of this Subject.

In answer to your queries, I have to reply :— 

Ist.—That the words of the Authorised Version, © A Wife 
to her Sister,” Levit. xviii. 15, do express, in my 
opinion, the true sense of the Hebrew words; 
literally, © a Woman to her Sister.” 

2nd.—I think there is no room for reasonable doubt here. 
In other places the words signity © one to another,” 
(not © one wife to another”) where two things before 
spoken of are specified. Here no such subjects 
precede, to which the version ** one to another” 
can apply ; on the contrary, verse 18S is an inde- 
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pendent command, and the order of the Hebrew 
words 1s important, * A Wife (or a woman) to her 
sister thou shbalt not take.” 

3rd & 4th.—So far as I know, the Jews, ancient and 
modern, have had but one interpretation, exhibited 
in their practice of Marrying a Deceased Wife's 
Sister.

In my reply to your former communication, I expressed 
my conviction that the Authorised Version of Levit. xviii. 18 
contains the true sense of the Hebrew words. You now 

send me a newspaper paragraph which says— 
«Tt should be translated © one wife to another” ...... Exactly the same 
words here, by mistake, interpreted © wife to a sister,' occur in four 
(and I believe only four) other parts of the Old Testament, and are 

in every case rendered * one to another.” 

Very true. © One to another,” but not © One Wife to 
another.” Then these four passages, instead of confirming 
the marginal translation, bear a fourfold testimony against 
it. They testify as to the usage of the Hebrew language, 
that when two or more things or persons are spoken of, and 
it is necessary to express © one to another,” the Hebrews 
$ay (if the things or persons be masculine) © A man to his 
brother ”” [e.g. Gen. xxxvii. 19, Exod. xvi. 15, Levit. xxv. 14, 
Isai. ix. 19, Jer. xxiii. 35, out of many]: if feminine, they 
say, © A woman to her sister?*” (Exod. xxvi. 3, 5, 6, 17). But 
in all these cases, the things or persons spoken of precede. 
In Levit. xviii. 1S, there are no persons spoken of before, 
no subjects to which © one another” can refer. The 
four passages in Exod. xxvi. are therefore not parallel. 
Beaides, it seems rather strange reasoning to infer, because 
certain Hebrew words, occurring five times in four verses of 
Exod. xxvi. are not translated © one wife to another,” that, 
therefore, they ought to be $0 translated in Levit. xviii. 18. 
The reference to Exod. xxvi. only shows that there is no 
passage in the Bible in which the Hebrew words referred to 


I, 
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signify © one wife to another,” as the gentleman who writes 
in the newspaper would have it. . 

II. To express the idea © one wife to another,” as a prohi- 
bition ao_ polygamy, the Hebrews would use expressions 
very different. 


1. They might say, © Thou $halt not take a wife to a 
wife,” or © a sister to a sister,” repeating the word 
as Ii. v. $, © Woe unto them that join house to 
house, that lay field to field ;”” or 

2. They might use a different preposition 5y in addition 
to.” You have examples Gen. xxviii. 9, © And he 
[Esau] in addition to the wives that he had, took 
Mahalath,” etc., and Gen. xxx1. 50, © If thou $halt 
afflict my daughters, or if thou shalt take wives in 
addition to my daughters,” etc. This usage may 
be supported by other passages not relating to 
marriage, as Numb. xxxv. 6, xxix. 6, etc. The 
prohibition would then sound thus :—© Thou $halt 
not take a wife in addition to thy wife ;” or 

5. They might use the word TMR © Another,” as 
Exod. xx1i. 10, © If he take him another wife,” and 
1 Chron. u. 26, © Jerahmeel had also another wife.” 
This form may also be confirmed by other passages 
not relating to marriage, as Gen. xxx. 24, Levit. 
xiv. 42, etc. 


ITT. The assertion that Levit. xvi. 18 © simply forbids 
polygamy” is proved to be unfounded by other plain passages 
of Scripture. Though the Law of Moses plainly sets forth 
that polygamy 18 opposed to the original institution of 
marriage, it as plainly recognises, and permits the marriage 
of more wives than one; and regulates the duties of the 
husband in such cases (Exod. xxi. 7—11 ; Deut. xxi. 15—17. 
David's adultery is denounced by the Prophet, but not his 
polygamy (2 Sam. xij. S$). 1 am of opinion, therefore, that 
the Authorised Version of Levit. xvii. 18S, agrees best with 
the usage of the Hebrew language, and the fact of the Mosaic 
permiss1on of polygamy ; in fact, that it gives the true 
meaning of the Hebrew words.

ON THE 24t OF APRIL, 1812. 


IR—When I recollect that the Bible Society, 
like the Bible itself, has no more to fear from 
the weakness of its friends, than it has from the 
power of its foes, I am emboldened to give utter- 
ance to feelings which it would be impossible to 
resist, and difficult to conceal. The Bible, Sir, is 
on its march to the seat of universal empire, led 
in triumphal pomp by this most excellent Society; 
and I esteem it one of the | honours, as 
well as one of the highest fehicities of my life, to 
Join the splendid procession, if it be only with the 
Surrounding throng to cry Hosannah. 


TE, Sir, wo wonld befriend our 


opoociee by cxor- 
cising towards them the most enlarged and effi- 
cient benevolence, we must bestow upon them 
that volume, which, while it soothes the sorrows 
and removes the imperfections of the present 
world, opens to the eager and exploring eye of 
instinctive expectation the bright visions of im- 
mortal bliss. This blessed book, while it pours 
a flood of heavenly radiance on every subject that 
views man in his connection with eternity, recog- 
nizes his relation to time, and prescribes its ne- 
cessary duties: its absence, therefore, must be a 
negative cause of misery to man. Who without 
a weeping eye can survyey the various forms of 
wretchedness which infect that vale of tears, in 
which man for a season is destined todwell? The 
body of human society lies prostrate in the dust, 
bleeding at every vein, conyulsed in every limb, 
through the wounds inflicted by its own hand 
during the phrenzy of its depravity; and the ge- 
neral philanthropy may do much to staunch its 
blood, and bind up its wounds, It is Christianity 
alone which can restore that moral sanity, with- 
out which man must be $till the svicide of his 
own peace. Wretchedness is but the shadow of 
wickedness; and to dispel the shadow, we must 
remove the substance with which he intercepts 
the rays of infinite benignity. 
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Imagine, Sir, what would be the resolts, if the 
Bible were circulated through the whole earth, its 
dictates every where obeyed, and its spirit gene- 
rally imbi There would neither be tyranny 
in the prince, nor rebellion in the subject—there 
would be neither fraud nor violence—neither in- 
justice nor oppression—neither war nor blood- 
shed: nation would no longer rise against nation; 
and the art of war being no longer practised, the 
dreadful artillery of human destructiou would be 
no more een except the antiquities of a - 
museum ; or rather, men, asbamed of these me- 
swords into ploughsbares, and their spears iato 
pruning deck Human legislation would uni- 
versally proceed on the principles of revelation, 
and whatever were the size orthe sbape of itslegal 
body, equity tempered with mercy would be its 
living soul : for to what can it be attributed, that 
the British jurisprudence is on the whole 80 richly 
imp with justice and wisdom, but because 
it has flowed over the bed of inspired truth? Then 
also would the fetters of bondage, melted by the 
warmth of Christian piety, dissolve from the limbs 
of the wretched slave; and the captive, lifted 
from his degraded prostration, would be taught 
that he carries in his bosom a soul that is human 
in this world, and- may be angelic in the world 
that is to come. In $short, were the Bible univer- 
sally circulated, believed, and obeyed, every ill 
that renders man a foe to others and himself 
would be removed, and the whole family upon 
earth harmonized into order and happiness. 

Such, Sir, is the benevolent object of the Bri- 
tih and Foreign Bible Society. It desires, and 
attempts to o—_— to every clime that tree 
whose leaves are for the healing of the nations, 
To accomplish this godlike object, it has ass0- 
ciated the love and zeal of all denominations of 


professed Christians, that by such an union of 


IJ 


their strength, a mightier shock might be given 
to the throne of darkness; and that their scattered 
rays of light and love, converging in this focus, 
might be dispersed with greater energy over the 
thick gloom of a benighted world. It is wisely 
determined, that when the object of their exer- 
tions is to bestow upon mankind that book, whose 
design it is to unite men to each other and to God 
—to enforce the acceptance of the gift, by exhi- 
biting one of the grandest instances of its bar- 
monizing tendency that.men or angels ever wit- 
nessed. We all know that there is a method of 
conferring a benefit, which wilt draw towards it 
a greater degree of attention and regard than it 
would otherwise receive: and in my humble judg- 
ment, if any thing can procure for the Bible a rea- 
dierreception, or insure to it a more serious attention 
from those on whom it is hestowed, it is the circum- 
stance of all denominations uniting to confer the 
precious boon. Our diversity of opinion, in such 
a case, $0 far from obstructing our desire to draw 
the eyes of the human race to revealed truth, will 
tend rather to promote its success; by teaching, 
that however we may differ in opinion concerning 
the meaning of particular parts, we are united in 
the great importance which we attach to the gene- 
ral whole. 

It is time for me now to glance at what the 
Society has accomplished. Althuugh it has ex- 
isted but eight years, it has done what, for ex- 
tent, must excite the surprise of every reflecting 
mind, and, for utility, the gratitude of every pious 
heart. Its operations and their success can be 
compared only to the events which transpired in 
the first ages of Christianity, when so mightily 
grew the word of God and prevailed, that the 
most formidable opposition served but to form a 
cataract in its course, over which the torrent, im- 
peded for a moment, dashed with greater violence, 
androlled forward with more resistless impetuosity, 
- This institution has already produced nearly 
one hundred * Auxiliary Societies, and has com- 
municated to each of them its own features of 
unity, energy, and philanthropy. It has furnished 
from its altars a living coal to kindle in Calcutta, 
and in many parts of Europe and America, its 
own pure vital flame. Its charity began at home, 
but did not end there. It has already expended, 
including the present year's disbursements, very 
nearly one hundred thousand pounds+, and is8ued 
from its repository 500,000 copies of the Word of 
God. In innumerable cottages, whose poor and

wretched inhabitants have little else to comfort 
them, might be seen the effects of its exertions in 
conferring an inheritance which beggars a Crcesus; 
knowledge, which, by comparison, renders Plato 
a child; and felicity, for which the monarch, if 
he had nothing else to delight him, might forego 
the pleasures of his crown. The hospital, the 
workhouse, the penitentiary, and the gao}, will all 
emit a thousand voices to testify of its industrious 
compassion. Nor has it forgotten that refined 
morality of our great Redeemer, which some have 
thought could be practiszed only by himself, 
« Love your enemies; bless them that curse you ; 
and pray for them that despitefully use you; for 
it has distributed thousands of Testaments among 
those unhappy men whom the chances of war 
have sent to our prisons; for some of whom it bas 
softened the rigours of captivity, and taught them 
to.sing the songs of Zion in a land, while 
others have been sent home to proclaim the praises 
of Britain in the very heart of France. 

I have already hinted, that to the continent of 
Europe the Society has stretched forth a most 
liberal hand ; encouraging there the formation of 
s\milar institutions, and aiding them from its 
funds. *Tis true, Sir, that the continental nations 
are professedly Christian ; but alas ! how justly 
may it be aid, 4hat esing the form, the 
dewy the power of godlinece ! How mnc 
more than the name of Christianity can those king- 
doms possess, in some provinces of which there 
are 200,000 families who never read the volume 


) which explains to them the meaning of their re- 


ligious denominations? Not merely the Catholic, 
but the Protestant states of —_ are exceed- 
ingly deficient in the possession of the Scriptures. 
It may be assumed as an axiom, that the degree 
'of real religion, in any age or-country, may be 
fairly estimated by the facility with which its 
inhabitant may procure Bibles, their ability to 
read them, and 4heir liberty to consult them at 
their leisure. Is it any matter of surprise, that 
religion almost disappeared:from the earth when 
the Word of God was locked up in libraries, and 
imprisoned in monasteries, covered with dust and 
consumed by vermin— when few could parchase, 
and till fewer read it—when the privilege of 
procuring a copy in the vernacular tongue had to 
gain the permision of a jealous and superstitious 
clergy, and when even the very request excited a 
SuSP1Ciou dangerous to liberty and life? Per- 
haps there cannot be a more striking proof of the 
low 8tate of religion upon the continent before the 
Reformation, than the circumstance, mentioned by 
Bishop Stillingfleet, that there was scarcely' ano- 
ther copy of the Greek Testament to be found in 


*- 
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all Germany, except that in the possession of 
Erasmus; that his utmost diligence to procure a 
complete copy from which to make his transla- 
tion was unayailing; and that when his translation 
appeared, it was seriously accused, by many ec- 


_ clesiastics, with being a forgery, intended to ruin 


their order. After the Reformation, Religion rose 
upon the wings of Revelation, and increased, as it 
ever will do, in a ratio proportionate to the mul- 
tiplication of Bibles. These remarks, Sir, will 
teach us the vast importance of the Society's 
efforts in Europe, where Christianity, in many 
ishing almost to dissolution, revives b 

the aid of this ministering angel, and smiles wit 


' the hope of better days. 


The grandest effort of this noble institution is, 
however, to be seen in those vast regions of n 
idolatry, where, overwhelmed with the blackness 
of moral darkness, are more millions of immortal 
beings than there are individuals in this large 
asxembly. Over those frightſul scenes, shocking 
alike to humanity for their cruelty, to reason for 
their absurdity, and to religion for their impiety, 
the Bible Society, this chariot of the moral sun, is 
directing its bright and benevolent career. That 
man's heart must have certainly been petrified to 
Stone, under the petpetual droppings of selfishness 
and irreligion, who can hear without rapture, that 
this institution is promoting the translation of 
the Scriptures into five and twenty languages, 
which never yet contained the glorious Gospel 
of the bl God: and let it be remembered, 
that these are the exertions of its comparative 
infancy, What then may not be expected from 
the maturer age to which it is advancing, with 
the mighty purpose of never considering its ob- 
ject entirely accomplished while one language of 
all that prevail on the globe shall not be the 
vehicle of inspired truth, or one individual of all 
the countless millions that inhabit the earth all 
be unblessed with a smooth access to the water of 
life issuing from the fountain of Revelation. Noble 
resoJution ! whether it be ultimately followed by 
failure or success. Failure did I sxay? The very 
mention of the word, in connection with the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, is a $pecies 
even of impiety ; compounded of such a disbelief 
in Divine prophecy, such a misrepresentation of 
providenual smiles, combined with such a mis- 
calculation of the tendencies of human events, as 
seldom occurs in the annals of Scepticism itself. 
Jf Religion desponds of its success, Infidelity does 
of its failure, and must be ready, in the madness 
inspired by desperation, to flee from the only 
refuge she has long enjoyed—a miserable ruin of 
demolished argument, 


It must not be omitted, that the exertions of 
this Society derive an additional degree of inte- 
rest and importance from the general circum- 
Stances of the age in which they are carried 
forward, We must, Sir, be possessed of minds 
in no common measure beclouded by ignorance, 
or benumbed by stupidity, not to discern that 
we live in one of the most astonishing eras which 
has ever yet transpired. Providence seems to be 
disclosing some of the grandest scenes of its 
gublime and universal drama. Jehovah, arrayed 
in the garments of y herb 
shake the nations, punish the inhabitants 
of the earth. The storm-which had been long 
collecting its forces in the dark clouds of cor- 
rupted Christianity and the, most daring infide- 
lity, has discharged its yet unexhauted $tores of 
fury upon the continent of Europe; nor has the 
tempest rolled at such a distance that we could 
but just discover upon our political horizon the 
faint reflection of its destructive flashes. No, 
Sir: we stand at this moment amidst the wrecks 
of nations sbivered at our side. We ourselves 
have entered the cloud, and though we are yet 
pared, who will pretend that we have . been 
without the most appalling apprehension? One 
spectre of national calamity has scarcely vanished 
from the public eye, before another has risen 
from the terrifying gloom. At such a period, 
when the 8afety of our much-loved country seemed 
to place under just and necessary requisition the 
whole stock of public feeling and property, the 
British and Foreign Bible Society was born. It 
appeared an inauspicious moment for it to com- 
mence its existence; for if not blasted by the 
lightnings that played around its infant , one 
should have thought it must s0on have perished 
through neglect; for where shall be found the 
leisure, the property, the anxiety necessary to 
cherish its life, and promote its growth ? But 
amidst the loudest thunders of war, its infant 
cries were heard. British liberality and British 
piety flew to its assistance—adopted the babe— 
increasing in generosity as ay have increased in 
poverty. The child grew in wisdom and in stature; 
and has been seen sitting among the doctors in the 
temple, asking them questions, refuting their ob- 
jections, and confounding their most ingenious ar- 
guments, W hat, Sir, can be inferred from this sin- 
gular conjunction of national calamity and national 
benevolence? May we not hope, that while the 
offended Governor of the world is passing through 
the kingdoms, pouring out from one hand the 
vials of his wrath, he is preparing in the other, 
for their consolation, the cup of salvation; and that 


this shaking of the nations is but preparatory to 


kis coming, in whom the dexsire of all nations 
shall ultimately centre? Of that spiritual and 
glorions event, I think we behold in this Institu- 
tion the forerunner, who already begins to ex- 
claim, « Prepare ye the way of the Lord, that 
his glory may be revealed, and all flesh see it 


together.” May we not also hope that Jehovah, | 


by making Britain the almoner of his bounty, 
intends to make her the object of his care? Far 
be it from me to minister fuel for national vanity, 
or to prefer claims of merit upon the goodness of 
God ; yet, arguing both from the testimony of 
Revelation and the analogy of the Divine govern- 
ment, I think it may be regarded as an auspicious 
omen for any people, when, according to the de- 
clarations in the Apocalypse, they carry their 
glory and their honour within the walls of the 
holy city, and consecrate upon its altar the fruits 
of their bravery, their commerce, and their learn- 
mg. If Pagan Babylon, under the reign of the 
proud and impious Nebuchadnezzar, was re- 
warded with the spoil of Egypt for service unin- 
tentionally done for the cause of God (being the 
instrument of his vengeance in the destruction of 
Tyre), we may humbly hope, that when he marks 
the nations for ruin, and gives to the destroying 
angel hiscommission, he will mercifully regard this 
and similar institutions as our national passover. 
I cannot conclude, without congratulating my 
d fellow-townsmen on the illustrious 
share which they have borne in this great work. 
Far as their fame has extended in ministering to 
the comforts and elegancies of this life, still far- 
ther may it reach in supplying the spiritual 
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wants of their fellow-creatures.—Gentlemen, of 
all your partnerships, this partnership- of love 
and zeal is the best; and of all your manufac- 
tures, this great and growing manufacture of 
human happiness is the most enriching, both to 
others and yourselves. You have not the honour 
of being the richest Auxiliary Society ; but this 
is not your fault: you have, I trust, Mary's 
memorial, who did what she could ; and in addi- 
tion to this, you have the praise of being, if not 
the richest, yet the oldest. May you never, by 
a want of energetic and zealous s8upport of the 
Parent Society, forfeit the honour due to a first- 
born ! 

And thou, Britannia, whose real glory we de- 
light to uphold, go on to transmit, from thy rocky 
Seat of majesty in the middle of the ocean, that 


Sound to the kingdoms of the earth, *« Behold your 


God,” till every nation $shall respond—* Lo! this 
is our God; we have waited for him ; we will re- 
joice and be glad in his salvation.,” Then $ball 
commence, led by our beloved country, the 
grand hallelujah chorus of all kindreds, people, 
and tongues ; when the multitude of isles shall 
unite with the continents ; when the Nile and 
the Ganges, the Niger and the Euphrates, shall 
join in concert with the Thames, the Rhine, the 
Danube, and the Mississippi ; when the Pacific, 
the Indian, and the Frozen Oceans shall swell 
the thunder of the Atlantic ; and Heaven, re- 
Sounding the s8trains of earth, $hall exclaim, © Hal- 
lelujah ! Salvation! The Lord God Omnipotent 
reigneth; King of kings, and Lord of lords; 
and he must reign for eyer and eyer,”

Ladirs axd GENTLEMEN, 


Wert I to yield to my own inclinations, I should 
retire from this Chair with a heart full of delightful 
feeling on account of what we have heard, but in per- 
fect elence. Yet, as I know that by so doing, I should 
be thought by some of my too-partial friends to neglect 
a duty, I will intrude for a short time upon your pati- 
ence and attention; and present a striking example of 
the benefits derived by an afflicted individual from the 
private perusal of the Bible. 

Immersed as I have long been, and sinking as I some- 
times feel myself, under the pressure of numerous du- 
ties and avocations, it has not been my lot to visit the 
abodes of adversity and want $o frequently as some of 
my respected friends near me. Nevertheless, I have 
gometimes seen the power of religion exemplified amon 
those whom the kindaess of others had furnished wit 

' the Word of God; and the remarkable instance to which 
I now advert, I would fain describe, though I feel my- 
S1If incompetent to do it justice. 

More twelve months ago, I went, pursuant to 

-the reguest of a poor, but benevolen , woman in 

my neighbourhood, to visit an R_ man deeply af- 

Ricted. On entering the cottage I found him alone, his 

wife having gone to procure him milk from a kind 

r. Yes startled by the sight of a pale, ema- 
ciated man, a living image of death, fastened upright in 
his chair, by a rude mechanism of cords and belts hang- 


ing from the ceiling. He was totally unable to move 
ether trend or foot, having more than four years been 
entirely deprived of the use of his limbs, yet the whole 
time swffering extreme auguish from swellings at all his 
Joirfts. As goon as [I recovered a little from my 
se at seeing 90 pitiable an object, I asked, Are 
you left alone, my friend, in this deplorable situation ? 
« No, Sir,” replied he, in a touchingly feeble tone of 
mild resignation (nothing but his lips and his eyes 
moving while he spake), ** I am not alone, for God is 
with me.” On advancing, I soon discovered the secret 
of his striking declaration; for his wife had left on his 
knees, propped 
a Bible lying open at a favourite portion of the F ; 
David! I $sat down by him, and conversed with him. 
On ascertaining that he had but a small weekly allow- 
ance certain, I mquired how the remainder of his wants 
were $upplied. * Why, Sir,” said he, © 'tis true, as 
ou Say, Seven — a week would never m_ us. 
But wr 4 it is gone, I rely upon the promise I found 
in this book, Bread shall be given him, and his water 
$shall be sure, and I have never been disappointed yet ; 
and $0 long as God is faithful to his word, I never shall*.” 


* This was fully realized. The contributions of different per- 
evus and gocieties nut only kept him from want, but ſurnizhed 
% 
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with a cushion formed for the ym 
salms of 


pressure of $0 long-continued and heavy a calamity ? 
* Not for the last three years,” $aid he, 4 blessed 
God for it,” the eye of faith sparkling and giving life 
to his pallid countenance while he made the declaration ; 
* for I have learned from this book in whom to believe : 
and though I am aware of my weakness and unworthi- 
ness, | am persuaded that he will © not leave me nor 
forsake me.” And $0 it is, that often when my lips are 
closed with locked jaw, and I cannot speak to the glory 
of God, he enables me to sing his praises in my heart.” 

This and much more did 1 hear during my first visit. 
And in my $subsequent visits (for I am not ashamed to 
say that oſten, for my own benefit, have I been to the 
cot of this afflicted man), I generally found him 
with his Bible on his knees, and uniformly witnessed 
like resiguation flowing from the blessing of God upon 
the constant perusal of his Holy Word. He died with 
__ full of immortality,” and is now gone to © the 
rest which remaineth for the people of God.” And 
gladly would I smk into the obscurity of the same cot- 
tage; gladly even would I languish in the same chair ; 
could I but enjoy the same umuterrupted communion 
with God, be always filled with the same * strong con- 
Solation,” and always behold with equally vivid percep- 
tion sparkling before me the same celestial crown. 

What, I would ask, what but the heartfelt influence 
of the truths of religion, what but the most decided faith 
in the promises of the Gospel, could enable a man to 
sustain such a continuity of affliction, not merely with 
tranquillity, but with thankfſulness? And what can 
convince an individual of the utility, nay, the duty, of 
distributing Bibles among the indigent, who does not 
become persuaded by such an example as this? For all 
this poor man's _—_ and all his internal comfort, 
were derived from the Word of God. 

But I have been sometimes asked, and, great as is 
the unanimity which obviously pervades this assem- 
bly, there may be one or two persons present who would 
repeat the question— 

hy do you distribute Bibles alone ? 

I answer, the Bible alone contains all the 
truths essential to salvation; and s, in many 
countries to which Bibles are sent, the attempt to (isse- 
minate any other books with them would be perfectly 
ridiculous. No n can cherish a higher veneration 
for the Book of Common Prayer thanI do; yet I should 


him with many livle comforts, during the remainder of his life, 
And at his death, his wile and different friends had money in 
hand, which weut far towards defraying the expenses of a de 


ceut luneral. 


I asked him, if he ever felt tempted to repine under the

think it extremely absurd to circulate it in Greenland, 
or in the South-Sea Islands. None can more warmly 
admire than I do, the devotional poetry of Watts and 
Cowper, and some of that of Charles Wesley; yet I 
Should expect to be laughed at, if I proposed freighting 
a Ship with hymn-books tor Russia or Hindustan. 

« True,” it may be replied, © but this argues nothing 
 against the circulation of the books you s$pecity in 

ngland.” Nor would I rejoin, does the Bible Society 
take asingle step to prevent such circulativn, The Bible 
Society, as its name designates, Supplies Bibles ; that 1s, 
in its corporate capacity ; but it leaves its individual 
members to follow their own inclination or their judg- 
ment, either in distributing those Bibles alone, or in ac- 
companying them with praver-books, hymn-books, ho- 
milies, or tracts, as they please. This, in my estimation, 
constitutes its distinguishing excellence; and this gives 
it its wonderful energy. Had the Society been s0 formed 
as to give away prayer-books, or hymn-books with the 
Bible, it would have been supported by one class of 
Christians, and would have been productive of limited 
good, in 3 limited sphere, confined almost to a part of 
this little island. But as it is now constituted, 1t rests 
upon the united energies of all ranks, classes, and per- 
Suasions, and has become the instrument, I had almost 
$aid, of unlimited good; assuming for its fulcrum the 
metropolis of Britain, but reaching to the remotest re- 
gions of the earth. The simplicity of its plan renders 
it invincible under God. To whatever part of the globe 
its friends can direct it, there it becomes © mighty to 
the pulling down of strong holds,” the eradication of 
evil, and the communication of lasting, nay, ererlusting 
benefits. 

It was a sublime thought of the most exquisite of 
heathen poets, that © the highest link of nature's chain 
is attached to the foot of Jupiter's chair.” But how 
does this sink in point of sublimity and grandeur, when 
compared with the simple declaration of our Lord, 
« And I, if T be lifted up, wiLL DRaW ALL MEN UNTO 
ME!” He has been lifted up; he i drawing all men 
unto him; and he calls upon those who have expe- 
rienced this spiritual attraction, to exert their individual 
and collective instrumentality in bringing others within 
the sphere of the same holy influence ; that when © he 
eomes whose right it is TO REIGN,” he may find that his 
Word and his Spirit have prepared all hearts for his re- 
ception. 

I entreat your indulgence while I make one general 
observation, and will then sit down. Let us, as Chris- 
tians, elevate ourselves to the fortunes of the Christian 
Church ; and sedulously enter upon the duties to which 
her-present exaltation calls us. Ageafter age she exhi- 
bited a spectacle like that of the celebrated bush which 
fixed the attention of Moses ; ever burning, but never 
consumed. For centuries she flourished, though under 
the severest persecutions. Then $he languished ; and 
during the long night of the dark ages, true religion 
was as a mere $park tossed about in an ocean of corrup- 
tion, and, humanly PRInG hable every moment to 
be buried and extinguished in the next wave. Till 
lately the attitude of the Church has been always that 
of defence ; and even within the memory of many of 


us, She was exposed to the rude attack of a host of as- 
Sailants who exultingly anticipated her utter overthrow. 
« I have gone” (said one of her antagonists) © through 
the Bible, like a man with an axe through a forest, 
felling the trees in his course, which will never grow 
again.” Vain and Somp—_—_ boaster ! Plants 
which * the right hand of the Lord hath, planted” are 
not to be cut down with an axe of human tempering. 
Thou hast perished, but they $hall endure, yea, and 
doubtless will endure till © time shall be no longer.” 

In the happy era in which ze live, the church has as- 
Sumed the posture of attack. Every where our holy re- 
ligion is gaining fresh triumphs: every where $he is 
making new incursions into the regions where Satan 
reigned, and bringing off his votaries subdued and ren- 
dered willing to prostrate themselves at the foot of the 
Cross. In such a crisis, let us gird on our armour for 
the onset, and go forth with © the sword of the Spirit,” 
to join that noble phalanx which may justly be charac- 
terized as © fair as the moon, bright as the sun, and,” to 
the enemy of souls, * terrible as an army with banners.” 

In such a cause, and at such a season, every motive 
for national gratitude and exultation transforms itself 
into an incentive to individual exertion. Where was the 
Gospel planted by Paul and Simon Zelotes within thirty 
years of the crucifixion of our Lord? Among other 

laces, in Britain, Who was the first Christian king ? 

ucins, a Briton; called, and justly called, Leuer Maur. 
the Great Brightness; who $00n after the middle of the 
second century sent an ambassador to Eleutherius, 2 
Christian bishop, to solicit missionaries to instruct his 
people. Who was the first Christian emperor of Rome, 
that publicly took the disciples of Christ under his pro- 


tection *? Constantine the Great, a native of England. 
Where did the Reformation take early and deep root; 
where do now flourish the purest of the reformed 


churches; and where does the most complete toleration 
exist? In Britain, Where does the poor man cast his 
mite, the opulent his gold, the ladies their fascinations 
and their benevolence, nobles their honour and their in- 
tluence, princes their august patro and their contri- 
butions, into the exchequer of Heaven? In Britein. 
And why is all this, but that Britain, signalized as she 
has long been throughout the earth, should become still 
more $0, by carrying the Word of Life to all vations ? 
Regions to which we were beholden centuries ago, are 
now * sitting in darkness and the shadow of death.” 
They see the pure light of religion, as well as of liberty, 
glittering afar from the white cliffs of Albion, and they 
cry to us, © (Give us of your oil, for our lamps are gon- 
out /” We dare not withhold the boon. Dare not with- 
hold it !—Should I not rather say, we are anxious to im- 
part it? Anxious to rouse them by the animating shout 
— * Arise ! shine ! for thy light is come : and the glory 
of the Lord is risen upon thee 7

A PLEA FOR PARISH REGISTERS. 


Par REGISTERS are a part of our National Records. Of so much importance were they 
thought, that Queen Elizabeth's Injunction provided that each year's registration should be 
transcribed and sent annually by the Clergy to the Bishop of the Diocese.” These copies 
were called Bishop's Transeripts. 


This Injunction was repeated from time to time down to Mr. Ross's Act of 1812? inclusive, 
and a provision was thus made, in case of the loss of the original Register by Fire, Damp, or 
Neglect, and also in case of tampering with the original Entries. 


The value of these Tranxcripts, where they exist, has been abundantly proved, and had 
these Injunctions been uniformly observed, the present Plea would to a great extent be 


now Uunnecessary. 


But these Transcripts are more or less wanting from thousands of Parishes of England. 
The Report of the Committee on Public Ttecords in noticing this defect, says that © this 
Regulation for Transeripts, considering the great utility that may be derived from it, in 
guarding the evidences of Title and pedigree from spoliation and confusion, ought in all 
instances to be completely and munetually enforced.” The chief cause of the neglect is that there 
is no money penalty for enforcing the Transcripts, and no Fees * to the Bishop's Registrar 
for mdexing and arranging them when sent. 


The consequenece of this great deficiency in Bishop's Transeripts is, that the loss of any 
Register by fire, damp, or neglect, is a total loss of almost all the entries contained in such . 
Register, and 80 much evidence is irrecorerably lost to the Nation. That this loss is 
continually going on is proved by the Fires at the Churches of Lewisham, Penworthan, 
Monk Wearmouth, &c., &c., and by comparing the Lists of Registers which were existing a 
hundred years ago, with the Registers now remaining in the Parish Chests.

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It must not. be suppoxed that no efforts have been made to remedy this lamentable state of 
things. On the contrary, the Act of 1512 empowered the Bishops to make a survey of the 
places where Registers are kept, and report to the Privy Council a plan for remunerating the 
Bishop's Registrars* for the trouble of arranging and indexing these Transcripts. In 1830 
Several Gentlemen * published and circulated amongst the Bishops and Clergy, propoxals for 
the amendment of the Law, and the late Bishop of London expressed his great concern at the 
state of the Registries, and hoped to bring in some remedial measure, but Church Rates and 
other Ecclesiastical Topics absorbed all the Bishop's attention, and nothing was done. After 
this, the late Lord Abinger, when Attorney General, and several other Members of Parliament 
interested themselves in the subject until Civil Registration was proposed. Then came the 
Parliamentary Committee in 1833 to, enquire into Parochial Registration, rezulting in 
the Civil Registration now establizhed under the Registrar General at Somerset House, but no 
remedy was provided with respect to the Old Parish Registers and the Bishop's Transcripts. 


In 1857, the late Mr. Mann, chief clerk at the Registrar General's, prepared a Bill for 
Parliament, propoxing that every Parish should copy their Registers from 1750 to 1837 and 
send these copics to the Registrar General, but it was found that the expense was likely to be 
objected to; besides which it proposcd to deal only with the more modern Registers while the 
old ones were till left in their neglect and decay. And lastly, a few years since, the late 
Lord Lyndhurst, umpresscd with the u1nportance of the subject, collected some materials for 
bringing the matter before the House of Lords, but his great age and other circumstances 
interfered with his good intentions. 


Although all these efforts have been unavailing for Parochio! Registers, the xXo0x-parochial 
Registers of the Kingdom have been collected by virtue of two Royal Commissions, (1836 and 
1857 * ) and some thousands of these Registers have been deposited with the Registrar General, 
and Extracts under Seal made legal evidence by Act of Parliament, (3 and 4 Viet. cap. 92). 
The various Religious Bodies have kept copies tor ordinary reference.

THE REMEDY. 


Having now stated the defects of the present system, and the danger likely to ensue from 
any longer delay in providing a Remedy, the following proposals are submitted for 


consideration of the Government. 


1.—That every Parish which has not deposited from year to year with the Bishop of the 
Diocese a Copy of the Parish Register, in obedience to the several Acts of 
Parliament passed for that purpose, shall forthwith cause to be made a written or 
printed Copy of the existing Registers from the earliest date down to the 25 
March 1754, and shall deposit the original of snch Registers with the Bishop of 
the Diocese to be by him kept in a detached and fire-proof Building. 


2.—That s8uch Copy hall be certified by the Clergyman, and also by one of the Church- 
wardens, or «ome other responsible person to be nominated by the Bishop, and 
shall be depoxited with the other Parochial Records, and that Extracts made 
therefrom shall be evidence in the same manner as is provided for Extracts given 
by the Registrar General under the 3 and 4 Vict. c. 92. 


3.,—That *uch copies, whether written or printed, shall be made upon paper to be 
furnished by the Queen's Stationery Office, s0 as to insure good quality and 
uniformity in $ize. 


4.—That the exPEeNsC of such copies shall be defrayed out of the Poor Rate.

Trz Committee have published, from tupe to time, the chief articles of intelligence which 
have been received from the Missions of the Society in India, since the lamentable outbreak of 
rebellion in the Bengal Sepoy Army. But the period has now arrived, when it becomes right 
_ that they sbould put«hefors their friends the view- they take of its influence upon Missionary 
operations, and of its results upon the future relations of India with the Christianity of 
our country. 


The Committee conceive that s8uch a statement is especially called for, in the progpect 
of a day of public humiliation, in which, as a nation, we are called upon, by our Supreme 
Governors, to © humble ourselves before Almighty God, in order to obtain pardon of our sins; 
and in the most devout and solemn manner send up our prayers and supplications to the 
Divine Majesty for imploring his blessing and assIstance on our arms, for the restoration 
of tranquillity.” 71 


% 
The Committee, therefore, at once take their stand, upon the obvious and all important 
truth, that God has a controversy with our land, and therefore has visited us with this 
judgment. 


This one consideration leads the thoughts of Christian people above questions respect- 
ing the alleged faults of Government, or mistakes of civil policy, or of the military depart- 
ment, to fix our contemplations upon our National responsbilities. The judgment is a 
national one, not only in the sense in which a insult to o our flag, or an outrage upon. our 


| territory, may be $0 called; ecause it has inflicted an outrage and insult, unparalleled 
in our annals, upon our af honour, in its tenderest point, namely, respect for our 
women and children. 


Amidst many national sins and short comings, therefore, of which our country has 
been guilty in the sight of God, we must especially look at this time to our relations with 
British India, and our responsbilities, as a nation possessing in the providence of God the 
Supreme authority formerly exercised by Hindu and Mahommedan powers; this power has been 
transferred to us a Christian nation enjoying the light of revealed truth, with its inseparable 
obligation to impart that light to © every creature.” 


Here the broad fact stands out to confront us, that India has been lying passive at the 
feet of Great Britain for the greater part of a century, receiving the benefit of a just govern- 
ment, and of extended commerce, and many other temporal advantages. But two generations 
at least of her teeming millions have been allowed to pass away untaught in the saving truths 
of Christianity, While tens of thousands of England's choicest sons have flocked to India 
to reap a harvest of temporal wealth from the labour and skill of the Natives, only a few 
Christian Teachers have been sent out, in numbers utterly insignificant, compared with the work 
before them, to reap fields white with a Spiritual harvest of immortal souls. 


'The guilt of these neglected responsibilities must be divided between the Government 
of British India and the Christian Churches of Great Britain. For a long period the Indian 
authorities would allow no Christian Missionary to reside within their territory. "They com- 
promised themselves with Hinduism, and the Mahommedan imposture. And this under the 
profession of neutrality in respect of all religions. Of late years this pohcy has been happily 
motlified ; connection with idolatry has been for the most part severed. Missions have beeu 
freely tolerated; but the Christian conversion cf the Natives has been discouraged, and the 
principle of neutrality is still professed. 'The Christian Church shared in this guilt. For a 
long time she lifted up no protesting voice, and neglected the spiritual interests of India. She 
has awakened from her guilty lethargy ; but has not risen to the occasion. It was indeed her 
voice which prevailed over an unwilling Government to open the door to Missionaries, and 
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to separate itself from many abominations, but ghe-t.s not taken full advantage” of the oppor- 
tunities thus gained, but has halted in the subs discharge of her own appropriate duty. 


If it should be asked, Why the judgment, has been sent, not in past seasons of guilty 
neglect, but now, after both the Government and-Christian people have begun to amend their 
ways, it may be observed, that this is in the wa of God's usual dealing. Of careless and 
ob<tinate sinners, He ays, * let them alone,” tilt, the measure of their iniquities is fulfilled. 
But He lays His fatherly correction upon tho-2 'wa.» are $0 far reformed as to profit by 
His chastisements. Thus this judgment has come upon us when there is a more general spirit 
of prayer in the Church of Christ, and a greater readiness to turn to the hand that smiteth, 
and more preparedness to bring forth the fruits meet for repentance, than at any earher 
| Period of our connection with India. Here is the ground of. hepe that the Lord will till 
mingle mercy with judgment ; that He will make the wrath of man to praisxe Him, and 
the remainder of wrath will restrain ; <0 that the things which have happened may eventually 
' turn out to the furtherance of the Gospel. 

In this hope the Committee venture to urge their friends throughout the country to make 
the approacking day of National Humiliation one of special remembrance of our past and present 
Sins, in respect of our neglect of the best interests of British India; and of resolutions to repent. 
Notwithstanding our parttal reformation, there is a call for the deepest self-abasement before 
God, and of the humblest confes<ton of in. Thr vast tracts of the country lving in unbroken 


the people—reproach our neglect. The desperate malignity evidenced in this outbreak—the 
tendency of seculir education without Christianity to make an unconryerted man a more 
dangerous enemy, evidenced in the case of Nana Sahib—hare punizhed this neglect. These 
and many euch topics will readily occur to every Christian mind. The Committee therefore 
abstain from the 'enumeration of them But they venture to <clect a few points in which they 
conceive that the Government of India, and the Church of Christ. are specially called upon by the 
present judgment to shew forth the <incerity of their. repentance, it He in mercy gives us 
back our Indian empire. 6 > |

The mutineers have discredited 
the sinceritv of Government, and have charged it with secret deagns of making Christians. Not a 
voice has been heard against Chri>tian Mi-<tonarics—not a complainst against the circulation of the 
Bible, or of | Chkristian tracts. For here the agents have avowed their object. "The irritation 


has sprung from supposed acts of Government, under a charge equally false and ridiculous. 
*« Them that honour me, I will honour, saith the Lord; and they that despise me, shall be lightly 
extecmed.” 

The avowal for which we plead, would facilitate and insure the severance of the last links of 
governmental conneetion with idolatry. Such links do remain, and must be severed, it we are to 
plead for mercy before God with clean hands: if we d<sire to render again unto the Lord accord- 
inz to kis mercies, when he has granted us the deliverance we supplicate. It was a noble act of 
Lord Hardinge, when Governor-General of India, after our deliverance from the first Sikh war, 
to is8ue an ordinance that all public works should be «topped on the Lord's-day. The 5pirit of 


this public recognition of the Christian Sabbath, is a precedent for such a declaration as 1s 
here advocated.

ITI. Let Government Education comprise the teaching of the Word of God. A system of Grants- 
in-aid to schools of all denominations having been established, Government has given a general 


general encouragement to education ; «yet in its own schools it excludes the Bible. The 


pretence | that the Bible will offend prejudices is proved unsound, by the fact that Missionary 
schools educate far larger numbers of heathen and Mahommedan children than Government 
schools; and heathen + Rajahs introduce the Christian Scriptures into their schools as an 
important part of Western literature. Why, therefore, should a Clri-tizaa Government put 
such dishonour. upon the book of God? Let this remnant of an almost effete compromise 
be removed ; or Yet. the education of Government be confined to Grants-in-aid, on a sufficiently 


liberal scale to meet the requirements.

IV. Bexides these public measures, the present awful calamities call upon the Chris- 
tian Churches to make a new and enlarged effort to 8end forth Mis8tonaries to India. If 
given back to British «upremacy, it will be with a double obligation to evangelize the land. 
Every consideration of self-interest impels us to seek to enlarge the number of those natives 


who will be bound to us by the <urest of all ties, a common faith. Every motive of 


compassion prompts us to send forth those who may excreise the ministry of mercy, and 
of reconciliation in a double sense : for, amidst the sutfferings of our own countrymen, we 
cannot forget that a just and necessary, but very terrible, retribution upon the mutineers 


must bring an awtul weight of calamity upon the native population generally; and if famine 


and pestilence follow in the train, the calamity will be fearfully augmented. 


V. The Committee would venture farther to snggest, that the present would be an 


appropriate occasion for a great sprcial effort to gir- Christian instruction in the vernacular 


languages of India' to the masses of the population, and to provide them with a vernacular, moral, 


and Christian Literature. 


The question which now trembles on the balance is, whether the masses will rise 
with the mutineer Sepoys, or remain faithful, or at least passive. Yet few attempts have 
been made for the education of these masses. Missionary Societies need to be aided by some 
Separate effort for this object. Might not all supporters of Protestant Mis»tonary Societies unite 
together to accomplish this special work? The $eason is favourable to such an union; as a common 
calamity has tended to bring all parties together for united prayer. A limited effort, 
upon this 'principle, to supply vernacular <chool books, is in operation for South India. 
Such a $pecial work would supply an interesting memorial of a season of unprecedented 
peril to the honour and welfare of England, when the calamity $hall be, through God's 


£204 providence, overpast. The Committe: venture, therefore, to throw out the suggestion 


for further consideration.

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The Committe®> must in conclusion, e; t-, .ie pecuniary loss to the Society, which 
will be occasioned by this mutiny. They ks >": at present to calculate the amount, but it 
will probably exceed 20,0000. or 30,0007. A la ge expenditure must also be incurred by the 
temporary removal of Missionaries or their famgies ; whilst for the present the yearly amount 
of contributions from North India, of 8,000. *& 10,0007., cannot be expected. Under these 
circumstances the Society will need the extraordKary aid of friends at home. But they do 
not at present urge special efforts to raise such ai@; because they are desirous of not interfering 
with the Fund now being raised for temporal r&hef/to the many thousand suffering European 
families, who have been more heavily afflicted than the Missionaries, and have many of them 
lost together with their property all their means of support.

A few zealous friends have already 'sent special donatidns* to ther. Society to meet the 
emergency, which the Committee mo-t thankfully acknowledge, and such donations will be 
kept separate for the Fund in prospect. But at present the Committee desire to promote 
the Fund for temporal relief, of which they are convinced there is the utmost need.

Several of the Missionaries of the Society belonging to the North Indian Missions, 
now in England, having expressed their readiness to proceed to their stations at once, and 
others in India having expressed their determination to remain at their posts; while on the 
other hand it has been suggested that such Missjonaries might be better employed at home, 
the following resolutions upon this subject have been adopted. 


Commuttee of Correspondence, 


September 22, 1857. 
Res01.VED— 


1. That this Committee recognise the great and anxious importance of the question, 
whether Misstonaries labouring mn the disturbed districts of India should remain at their posts as 
long as other Europeans, or European troops, are on the spot—as well as whether Mixstonarics now 
in England should proceed to such districts; that adverting to the case of the Native Christians, 
and the great encouragement which they will derive from the presence of Missionaries, as well as 
their need of increased <piritual support and instruction at such a time as the present; adverting 
also to the extraordinary and urgent need for additional spiritual ministrations for our own 
countrymen in India; adverting al=o to the reflections to which the Missionary cause would be 
exposed at home, if, while civil and military o:tticers and chaplains are proceeding to India under 
Government orders, AMissionaries should b» held back ; believing also that Missionary work will - 
not be long impeded, and that unprecedented opportunities for Missionary labour will shortly arise ; 
this Committee cannot but express 1ts earnest hope that no Miss!onary will withdraw from India 
except under medical certificate that his health requires it; and that Missionaries not otherwise 


prevented from returning to India, or having been appointed to Indian «tations, will be prepared to 
go forth at once in reliance upon the Lord. 


2. That this Commuttee .will afford every facility in their power for the removal and comfort 
of families separated from the Misstonarics in consequence of the present circumstances of India.

Tnz humble Petition of the undersigned humbly showeth :— 

That by an unconstitutional Order in Council, made in the autumn of 1845, at the instigation 
of an unconstitutional assembly, denominated © The Eeclesiastical Commissioners of England and 
Wales,” to whose recommendation, when ratified by an Order in Council, the force of Law had been 
most unconstitutionally given by an Act of Parliament, passed' in the reign of His late Majesty 
King William the Fourth, your Petitioner was required to do that, which, by a memorial presented 
8even years previously to the said Ecclesiastical Commissioners (a copy whereof is hereto annexed), 
your Petitioner had certified to be against his religious sense of the obligation imposed upon him by 
the oaths which had been required of him at his institution to his Benetfice. 

That your Petitioner was by this means driven to choose one of these alternatives ; viz. cither, 
1Ist. To act contrary to his conscience by complying with the Order in Council ; or, 2ndly. to afford 
an example of apparent contumacy, by resisting that which, however unconstitutionally, had been 
invested with the force of law ; or, 3rdly. To resign his Benefice. 

That your Petitioner deeming the last of these courses to be the freest from legitimate excep- 
tion, did, accordingly, for the saving of his conscience, and avoiding disrespect to legal authority, 
tender to his Diocesan, the late Archbishop of Canterbury, his resignation of his Benefice, by whom 
it was accordingly accepted. 

That your Petitioner by this means became deprived of a yearly income of between two and 
three hundred pounds a year ; besides the loss of a residence, valued at fifty pounds a year ; and the 
expenses of removal. 

That your Petitioner thus driven from his home, and professional income and Parochial duty, 
by the unconstitutional oppression of the authorities in Church and State, and being unwilling 
to lead a life of idleness, has turned his mind to find out some sphere of usefulness, where he may 
reasonably hope to be free from a repetition of such treatment. 

That, in the design 8et forth in the second paper hereto annexed, your Petitioner believes that 
he has found s8uch a sphere, at present wholly unoccupied, in which he may exert himself with hope 
of acceptableness before God, and to the benefit of mankind. 

That your Petitioner finds himself straitened in his endeavours to accomplish the public good 
he aims at, unless he may receive from the British Government and Parliament that compensation 
for the injury above-named, to which he considers himself to be justly entitled, for the unconstitu- 
tional law aforesaid, and for the unconstitutional application of the same. 

Your Petitioner therefore humbly prays your Honourable House that an impartial Committee 
of your House may be appointed, to enquire and report to your House on the case alleged by 
your Petitioner, and on the amount of compensation to which your Petitioner shall, by 8uch Com- 
mittee, be considered to be justly entitled. 

And your Petitioner, as in duty bound, will ever pray God's guidance on your Honourable 
House.

Memorial to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners of England and Wales. 


East Horsley, Lent 1838. 
My LokDs AND GENTLEMEN. 


Tux declarations reported in the public papers to have been made in the House 
of Lords in a late debate, by 80me Members of your Board, against any further alterations of the 
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fore nothing but extreme necessity ought to be accounted sufficient to warrant such severity ; and 
that it will be for you, My Lords and Gentlemen, to consider beforehand what plea of necessity can 
be alleged in this instance. | 

All that is required to procure cheerful and ready acquiescence in this and any other alterations 
that may be desired, is, that they be submitted to, and approved by, the Constitutional Assemblies 
of the Church, which, by the declarations of our Kings, the resolutions of both Houses, by Acts of 
Parliament, and the decisions of the Courts of Law, are acknowledged to be possessed of authority 
for the purpose. But we do not claim and desire this course to be had merely on constitutional 
grounds, as members of the English nation : as members of the Church of Christ, we claim it on far 
higher grounds, even. those of Scripture, and regard for the things of God. We believe and are 
persuaded, and our Church has ever received, and held, and taught the same, that the authority of 
the Bishops to superintend the affairs of the Church has been received by them from God, and not 
from man ; that they hold it by virtue of the commission, which, by episcopal succession, has descended 
upon them from the Apostles. We further hold, that according to the laws and customs of the 
Church at large, and of the Chureh of England, the consent of the Provincial Synod or Convocation 
is necessary to give validity to the arrangement under consideration, and to all of a similar 
character. If, then, by procuring the consent of the Ecclesiastical Legislature to any schemes of 
improvement, our constitutional and conscientious objections would be wholly removed, peace be 
restored to the Church, and the Parochial Clergy left in quiet to fulfil their pastoral duties, from 
which they are now much distracted by apprehensions that the principles they hold most sacred are 
being 8urrendered or overturned, what necessity can be shown to the Nation, to the Church, to the 
Queen, or at the tribunal of the Almighty, why this just and lawful course should be departed from, 
and, instead thereof, measures of oppression and punishment be adopted against quiet and unoffending 
men, wherewith to follow up the suspension of the Constitution in respect of the Church of England, 
which is involved in the passing these measures of alteration through the Civil Legislature, without 
the concurrence of the Assemblies of the Church ? 

If the prescnt form aud constitution of our Ecclesiastical As8emblies is inconvenient in any way, 
this may be a good reason for remodelling them with their consent, without which, I apprehend, it 
cannot constitutionally be done ; but surely it affords no argument for setting them aside altogether. 
The  Bishops and Clergy of the Church of England do not deserve the imputation of being 80 
unreasonable as to refuse concurrence in any reasonable and desirable measures : nor if, by their 
collective wisdom, any better should be proposed than those already devised, ought the good-will and 
concurrence of all the parties interested to avail to cause the rejection of their recommendations. 
When it is considered that upon every step of their proceedings the Metropolitan, as well as the 
Crown, can exercise a veto, it is clear that no measures of innovation, injurious to any persons, can 
pos8ibly be effected by them. 7 

My Lords and Gentlemen, for the peace of the Church, for the welfare of the Nation, for the 
honour of the Crown, for the clearing of your own accounts, and for the love of God, I would beseech 
you to let this appeal, which I have now ventured to make, not be made in vain. 

If otherwise, then, for myself all that I am warranted in asking is, that when, at your recom- 
mendation, the Order in Council shall be issued for the transfer of the Peculiars in Surrey to the 
Diocese of Winchester, reservation may be made in favour of any Clergyman who may consider 


his oath of canonical obedience to the Archbishop of Canterbury a bar to the transfer of his 
allegiance. 


Respectfully entreating your favourable acceptance and construction of this communication,

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meagures already taken in hand by you, induce me to delay no longer a communication, which I 
have for some time contemplated. 

I beg to assure your Board, that in making it, it is my wish not merely to discharge what seems 
to me a plain and imperative duty, but to discharge it in that manner which shall be the least 
objectionable to you. When I state, that I simply desire at your hands protection, or rather 
permission to fulfil the engagements to which my Diocesan bound me by solemn oath, before I was 
admitted to the office I now hold, I venture to hope that your whole Board will admit that the 
occasion warrants my addressing you. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, I cannot doubt that every Member of your Board will allow it to be 
a sound maxim in Christian ethics, that from the obligation of an oath none can release the 
party taking it, but the party which imposed it. I further 8ubmit, that the oath of canonical 
obedience, required of all Clergymen when admitted to Benefices, is an oath imposed by the Church, 
and not by the Civil Legislature. There is not, that I am aware, any statute which makes mention 
of it, but it is one of the ancient and immemorial customs of the Church, sanctioned and permitted 
by the State. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, the oath of canonical obedience required of Clergymen at institution 
or collation, is not vague and general, like the vow at ordination, which binds men to obey their 
Ordinary, whoever he may be ; but it is distinct and specific. The oath which Dr. Sutton, Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, administered to me, when collated to the rectory of East Horsley, which I now 
hold, was an oath to pay canonical obedience to the Archbishop of Canterbury and his Successors. 
A further vow was also required of me, to consent to nothing to the injury of the Cathedral 
and Metropolitical Church of Christ, Canterbury; to which, however, I will not now divert 
attention. 

One of the measures recommended by the Commission under the Crown, and which, on the 
strength of that recommendation, was passed through Parliament, has obtained the force of law, and 
has been committed to your Board to carry into execution, is the transfer of the Peculiars in Surrey, 
of which East Horsley is one, to the Diocese of Winchester ; and in due course, I must expect to be 
called upon to transfer my ecelesiastical allegiance from the Archbishop of Canterbury to the Bishop 
of Winchester. But to this transfer, the Church which, by the permission of the State, has bound 
me by the oath aforesaid, has not consented ; and until that consent has been obtained, and I am 
thereby released from my former oath, I see not how, as an honest man, or with due regard to the 
egzential principles and constitutional privileges of the Church of England, I can transfer my 
allegiance in the manner proposed ; and therefore, with all respect and propriety, it is my desire to 
acquaint your Board, that, as at present advised, I am not prepared to transfer it. 

If the Bishop of Winchester should desire to receive from me that canonical obedience which 1 
am under oath to pay to another, and should think fit to endeavour to punish me for abiding by my 
oath, possibly the Courts have already power sufficient, though I doubt it, to punish me for such an 
offence. If not, 80me new statute would be required for that purpose. This it will be in your power 
to recommend, and perhaps, in your power also to prevail upon both Houses of Parliament, and 'to 
persuade the Crown, to pass 8uch an Act, inflicting fine or imprisonment, or deprivation, upon me, 
and any who may be similarly circumstanced. I hope I shall not be accused of using unbecoming 
language, when I say, that I hope I may have grace to endure any penalty the Legislature 
may think fit to impose, rather than acquiesce in a course which I conceive to be at once opposed 
to my personal oath, and to the general duty which I owe to the Church of Christ, as one of its 
Ministers. 

But before that, by any power already existing in any Court, or by virtue of any new Act that 
may be obtained, I am punished for my adherence to my oath, I request permission to call the atten- 
tion of your Board to the following considerations. When it was proposcd the other day to suspend 
the Constitution, m respect of the Canadian rebels, all public men agreed that nothing but dire 
necessity could warrant its being done. I beg leave to submit, that what is called the s8uspension of 
the Constitution in Canada cannot be compared, in point of severity, with fine or imprisonment, or 
deprivation, against a loyal, peaceable, and unoffending s8ubject of Her Majesty, who only desires 

to fulfil the religious obligations which have been openly and lawfully imposed upon him : that there-

Proposal for establishing, .in Heligoland, an Institution for affording, under Officers

Taz want of efficient and well-regulated Schools for the practical instruction of young persons 
destined to the Sea, is universally acknowledged, and deeply felt by every considerate parent 
having children intended for that service. 

The want of provision for the religious worship and instruction of our Seamen in the Ports of 
the German and Baltic Seas, is also well known to all who are conversant with their condition. 

It is proposed to supply both these wants, by maintaining in those Seas Vessels to serve the 
office of Floating Schools (in which, besides general education, and religious training under Clergy- 
men of the Church of England, and the acquisition of foreign languages under native teachers, 
the best Nautical Instruction, theoretical and practical, shall be afforded, under Officers of 
H. M. Navy), and also to 8erve the purpose of Floating Chapels, which, moving from port to 
port in those seas during the open months, may afford the opportunity of religious worship and 
instruction to all our Seamen there. By which means it is further hoped to revive and extend 
in Northern Europe the peaceful and beneficial influence which British mmacoans & was wont to 
exercise there in former times. 

It is proposed to fix the Head-quarters of the Institution at Heligoland, partly on account of 
its quiet, which renders it suitable for a place of instruction ; partly on account of its cheapness ; but 
still more on account of the eligibility of its situation, which is easy of access from all parts of the 
German Sea ; equally distant from the mouths of the Elbe and Wesger, and from that of the Eyder, 
by means of which, for Vessels of the size most desirable for Missionary purposes, direct access is 
open to the Baltic. By this means it is hoped that that small Island may be made instrumental in 
promoting the highest and best interests of the British nation ; and in them thoge of the rest of 
Northern Europe. 

It is contemplated to erect in Heligoland Collegiate Buildings, to which during the winter 
months, when it would be undesirable to maintain the Floating Schools at Sea, the Students may 
retire ; and which may afford at all times Commereial Education to those who are destined for the 
Sea, as well to foreign youths desirous of learning English under English training, as to English 
youths desirous of learning foreign languages with the benefit of their own institutions. By which 


means it is hoped to supply another very great want in the commercial world, and to promote 
ﬆti]l more the international amity of the people of Northern Europe.

By the decree of God, for the manifestation of his Glory some men and Angels are predes- 
tinated unto everlasting life, and others fore-ordained to everlasting death, These Ange's and Men, tbus 
predestinated and fore-ordained, are particularly and unchangeably desigued, and their number 50 certain

THE OPINION OF SOME PROTESTANTS. 


There are certain persons who fancy that Catholics 
pay their priests to give them kewan' fora Others 
imagine that a penitent can get absolution in order 
to 8in more freely afterwards : in fact, that Catholics 
can buy a ticket-of-leaye for as long a time as they 
bargain for, and then go on sinning with a safe 
conscience. Such statements are sheer falsehoods, 
and ought to be regarded as 8uch by all who 
desire to seek the truth. To say that a man may 
gin freely by getting absolution beforehand, is 
blasphemy and folly! Such an opinion is con- 
demned by Jesus Christ and by His Holy Church, 
which is © the pillar and the ground of the truth.” 
—(1 Tim. i. 15.) Let us, then, examine the real 
teaching of the Church on this 8ubject. 


CATHOLIC CHURCH 
TEACHES. 


The Holy Church teaches that Penance. is a 
8acrament instituted by Our Lord, by means of 
which sins committed after baptism are forgiven, 
and strength is imparted to us to avoid sin for 
the future. By this sacrament the sanctifying 
grace of God, which is poured into our hearts by 
the Holy Ghost, cleanses the s8oul from all the 
stains of sin, restores her to the favour and friend- 
8hip of God, and renders her holy and undefiled in 
His sight. 

Perhaps you will say, © How can I tell that 
Christ ever ordained 8uch a Sacrament? Where 
is it in the Bible?” I answer that in Sf. John, 
xx, 22, &c., the Lord s8aid to His Apostles, 
* Receive ye the Holy Ghost. Whose sins you 
8hall forgive, they are forgiven them: and whose 
8ins you $hall retain, they are retained.” Such 
is the wondrous power which the Incarnate God 
has given to the priests of His Church. But it is

On the contrary, 
in order to approach Confession worthily, it is 
necessary, first, to have a sincere sorrow for having 
offended God, accompanied with a firm resolution 
to avoid sin for the future; secondly, the penitent 
must declare every mortal sin which he can recol- 
lect committing since his last confession, and this 
without excuses or equivocations.

These two thousand three hundred days begin, as here 
ghown, 295 days from the opening of the week, and 965 
days before the 1335 days, THE SECOND OF THE 
TWO YEKLIOUDS IN QUESTION. 

This period we believe to be connected with the rise and 
career of the 8econd beast or false prophet of Ton—_ 
xiii. 11; xix. 20; who, if 8uch be the case, is the 8ame 
as the lttle horn of Daniel viii., not of Daniel vii. 
Observe. This, though it may not at first sight seem to be- 
long to our 8ubject, we notice, because of the close con- 
nexion between these 2300 days, and the #horter one of 
1335 days, the former beginning, as here shown, 965 days 
earlier, and terminating at the same point of time as the 
latter, namely on the tenth day of the seventh month, the 
day of atonement, when, according to Dauiel viii. 14, not 
Daniel xii., which 8ays nothing about it, the sanctuary 
will be cleansed. 

THE TWO PERIODS IN QUESTION. 


In the 1290 and 1335 days (Dan. xii. 11, 12) we have 
the clue to the time of the destruction of the Assyrian, with 
the pn of the ten tribes, who, in"the days, first of 
Tiglath Pileser and afterwards of Shalmaneser, went cap- 
tive into Assyria (2 Kings xv. 29; xvii. 6) because of their 
gin at the outset in rejecting God's king, Rehoboam, the 
grandson and 8uccessor of David (1 Kings xii.), and after- 
wards in making alliance with Pal, king of Assyria. 
(2 Kings xv. 17-20.) 

At the close of 1290 days, a month after Daniel's last 
week, the remnant of EP RAIM, gathered out of the 
countries, will enter the land, upon which, as we believe, 
their old enemy the ASSYRIAN will * pursue them, and 
in his turn be punished, falling, as he will do, by the hand 
of the Lord, on the mountains of Israel. 

Thus while the s8eventy weeks, the last week especially, 
with its twofold division, gives the clue to the history of the 
BEAST AND FALSE PROPHET, the two leaders of 
Jewish and Gentile apostasy, these two periods do the same 
with regard to the ASSYR AN, the beast being connected 
with JUDAH, guilty, as they are, of the murder of Christ ; 
the Assyrian with the TEN TRIBES, who went into cap- 
tivity twenty years earlier than Judah ; and who in re- 
jecting the house of David in the person of Rehoboam, were 
in another ww guilt of sin against Christ, the true David, 
the Messiah of np. 

Observe pr rm and Babylon are distinct from each other. 
BaBYLoN, and Babylon's s8uccessors, PErs1a, GREECE, and 
Rout, the four Gentile empires of Daniel, having to do olely 
with Judah, and not with the ten tribes. Any attempt 
to bring the Assyrian into Daniel and the Revelation we 
regard as an entire mistake. Both of these prophecies have 
for their object © THE TIMES OF TiIIE GENTILES,” 
and the winding up of those times, when, at the close of the 
seventieth week, the fourth empire, connected, as it will then 
be, with JUDAH, will come to an end, thus way for 
the millennial kingdom of Christ upon —__ while Igaiah, 
Ezekiel and Micah speak of the A SYRIAN as the rod of 
God's anger against the rest of the nation.

Church-wardens, Congregations, and Scholars of high repute, that 
Mr. Harvey may console himself (if he can manage to exist), and 
bear up bravely under his wrongs.” The Brussels Herald announces 
that © during Mr. Harvey's residence on the Continent he has done 
more to uphold the Anglican Church, both by doctrine and conduet, 
than any chaplain within the Editor's knowledge ;” adding, that © this 
is the Cle fixed upon by the Bishop of London, as a befitting 
wark for his Episcopal spleen.” The Provincial Press in England is 
equally unanimous in opinion. The York, Oxford, Cambridge, Li- 
verpool, Nottingham, ; Dara Hull, Tpswich, Cheltenham, Clare, 
Brighton, and other journals, have all ably set forth Mr. Harvey's 
protracted grievances at the hands of a Christian Bishop ! Amongst 
others the j Oe, Mail, one of the most rigidly Conservative, and at 
the same time ably conducted journals in the Kingdom, thus treats 
this case ; having set it forth at length :—* It is a paintul illustration 
of that absence of mutual confidence and support—of that chilling 
distance of the dignified, and natural discouragement of the working 
Clergy—of that dim portraiture of the mild and parental sway, and 
the affectionate response which once subsisted between Bishops and 
Clergy ! For the credit of our beloved Church, we hope Mr. Harvey 
may yet be relieved! His cause has been espoused by churchmen of 
opposite sentiments. One of these, a high Dignitary and a learned 

rofessor, thus concludes a strong letter, which appeared in the Church 
and State Gazette, 8igned © Vere Canonicus,'—* I will ask whether 
the time is not come when it would be both prudent and virtuous in 
the Bishop to cover this tisxue of mistake and bad feeling by some act, 
worthy at once of his high station and character.'—We cordially re- 
echo this question now, at the eleventh hour !” 

Not only did the Press warmly advocate this gentleman's claims— 
but the parishioners of Margaretting (of which place Mr. Harvey 
was curate, licensed thereto by the Bishop of London), memorialised 
his Lordsbip ineffectually on his behalf. The English Clergy and

MUST HAYE A VERY INJURIOUS EFFECT ON THE PUBLIC FEELING, AS IT | 

REGARDS TH ESTABLISHED CHURCH, IN THE EYES OF ALL FOREIGNERS, 
AS IT RESPECTS THE NATIONAL CHARACTER !” 

Every attempt to procure reparation failed! The CaxrisTIaN PRrE- 
LATE remained inexorable, sheltering himself under the mantle of 
power and privilege ! Mr, Harvey's efforts seemed to have terminated 
in 1848 by a forcible yet temperate © ApPEAL To Lorp Jonun Rus- 
SELL,” as the first Minister of the Crown, in which all the facts, from

' Circumstances have made it necessary to 
Solicit your attention. to the following particulars. 

Mr. Eastaugh asserts, that, the scriptural reply to Dagon 
fallen **does by no means answer the title, as there is not 
«one of the scriptures quoted says, that God hath passed by 
Gor left a part of mankind.” 

But, if he wilfully overlooks them, you will perceive that | 
the scriptures which apply to the 15, 16, 19 and 29 verses 
peak of those who are saved as the *chosen of God,” and as | 
the «elect of God.” Now every one, except Mr. Eastaugh, 
knows that, to choose or to elect, signifies to take, or to select 
some, from others which must necessarily be passed by or left. 
When all are taken, or are equally regarded, it must be ab- 
surd to speak of them, or any of them, as chosen or elected; 
for if all are taken, there can be no choice or election. 

- And if those who are saved are a chosen people, there must 
be some passed by or left from whom they are chosen ; but 
the scriptures which apply to the verses above referred to, 
evidently /prove that they are a chogen people; therefore, .,

Hence, it is obviously seen, that the above passages include 
a refutation of the principle assumed, in *Dagon fallen,” 
and furnish as positive a reply, as if there had been a quota- 
tion of the following scriptures, to which the attention of the 
Reader is earnestly requested.

Noth- 
ing was more remote from the author than an intention to 
flatter ; therefore, unless Mr. E. prove the doctrines of the 
church to be anti-calvinistic, or retract his assertion, he must 
remain guilty of a false accusation. 

If, in this part of his production, it is impossible to acquit 

r. Eastaugh of having used invectives and revilings, surely 
no one can accuse him of having employed logic or scripture, 
except in comparing his opponents to Jannes and Jambres, 
from which comparison, it necessarily follows, that, he applies 
the character of Moses to himself. But, most unfortunately, 
Mr. Eastaugh's production proves his claim, to no more than 
one trait in the character of that eminent servant of God; viz. 
his spirit manifested at the waters of Meribah, where he ex- 
claimed, YE REBELS!!! Numb. 20. 10. & Ps. 106. 32, 33 

It is greatly to be deplored that Mr. Eastaugh should $0 far 
depart from the Spirit of him, *who when he was reviled, re- 
«yiled hot again,” as to furnish au unavoidable necessity for 
these remarks, 

Surely the friends of *Dagon fallen,” finding in its vindication 
nothing but reproaches, must feel ashamed of their champion. 

The friends, of the scriptural reply to Dagon fallen, have 
obserrved Mr, Eastaugh re-entering the field with a terrific 
prowess, expressive of an anticipated victory. In the attack 
they find him disarmed ; he has no *sword of the spirit, no 
*arrow of reason” ; but they hear him uttering the censures of _ 
a despairing and vanquished foe. They feel greatly obliged to 
him for having thus come forth, to corroborate the sentiments 
of his opponent, by a statement destitute of any scriptural ow. 
tempt to disprove them. 

Now, it is hoped, that, the impartial Reader, passing by 
the acrimony discovered, and rejecting mere human authority, 
will seriously examine the scriptures, submit to their decisions, 
and form his judgment accordingly. 

That the Reader may possess consistent views of divine 


| truth, enjoy its consoling influence on his heart, and exem- 


plify its benign tendency in his life and conduct, are the sin- 
cere desires of

his example, led the way. 


* The author never had the yanity to consider himself posxcs«ed of a poetic genius, nor would he have come forth in rhyme, had not his oppanent, by 
According to general opinion, the abilities of both, in verse, wou'd have been better concealed from the public eye, 
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had lived with Him $o long, selhng Him for thirty miserable pieces of silver. Think of 
the hiding of His Father's face from Him in those hours of darkness, and how our 
Blessed Lord must have been broken down by all this $0770 of heart—far worse than 
any bodily pain. 

How near our Saviour seems to us in these terrible days! Though He was God, yet 
He was man too, and felt as we do, only more deeply. And you know even now He 
does not forget all He suffered for us; He has s$till His human body, though it is a 
glorified one ; $till He has: those * wounds in His hands? (Zech. xiii. 6); $till He is the 
* Lamb as it had been slain” (Rev. v. 6). 

And now what does all this teach us? 

1. Watching with Jesus. —As our Lord asked His disciples to watch with Him, so He 
asks you to do the sxame. I do not mean that you should try and stay awake all Thurs- 
day night, but that you should try and remember your Lord more in your daily life ; 
not thinking of Him as far off, but as a zeal /iving person, who not only loves you, 


but wants you to love Zim and remember Him. 


2. Our Lord's bodily 5s: ferings. —Some people seem to think that the pain they suffer 
is a great evil, something to be resisted and almost resented. But if we think of our pain 
as if we were bearing it with Jesus, as if He gave it to us with His own hand, making 
us in some humble way like Himself, then we shall learn to do more than bear it ; 2 
Shall learn even to love it for His sake. 

So, too, with the smaller troubles. Perhaps you are tempted to grumble at your foou, 
or at the want of it, or at some bodily discomfort in your work ; try now, and say in- 
Stead of complaining, © Lord, help me to bear this for Thee.” 

3. Peter's denial. —Peter fell because he trusted in himself. Only holding by Jesus' 
hand and looking up to Him can you resist any temptation. Oh, ask Him, day by day, 
to strengthen you never to be ashamed of Him, never to be laughed out of prayer or 
going to Holy Communion, never to be afraid of anything but doing wrong ! Then, 
think what a lesson is here not to laugh at others, or hinder them in their faith. It was 
a weak woman, @ maid-servant, who made St. Peter deny our Lord. Have you never 
made any one deny Him in act, if not in word? Have you never led your companions 
into sin, or stood by and not helped them when they were laughed at for trying to 
Serve God? | 

4. Jesus betrayed and forsaken. —Let this help you to bear unkindness from others. 
When friends forget or turn against you, think how He understands it all. He will not 
be angry with you for feeling it, because He felt it Himself Though He had all His 
Father's Love to comfort Him, yet He was *troubled' when He was betrayed by Judas 
(St. John, xiii. 21). But then, think too what a return He made! The gentle words to 
the traitor (St. Matt. xxvi. 50) ; the look of loving reproach to Peter (St. Luke, xxii. 61) ; 
the prayer for His murderers (St. Luke, xxiii. 34). Remember, too, that His love will 


| make up for all, for it is an unchanging love,—* free and faithful, strong as death.”

EASTER EVE : SATURDAY. 


Keep your heart as 5/i// as you can to-day. The Lord is resting in His grave. See 
His goodness to His two timid followers, Joseph and Nicodemus (St. John, xix. 38, 39); 
they had come to Him by night, and He lets them bury Him in the stillness of the night: 
but now it is a service of danger (St. Mark, xv. 43), and henceforth, won by His patient 
love, they will be brave for Him. Do not let us laugh at timid people if they are trying 
to do right. Jesus is patient with them, His *© gentleness will make them great.” Why, 
then, should we not be patient and help them too, for His sake? 

Jesus was buried. You know we pray in the Litany, * By Thy burial . . . . good 
Lord, deliver us.” When you are frightened at death, then think of Jesus having been laid 
in the grave that He might make it bright and holy for us. Do not let your thoughts 
about death be gloomy ones. Your Lord will come for you Himself if you trust and 
Serve Him. You will *never see death” if you believe in Him humbly; you will only ee 
Him when the time comes. Try and prepare on this Saturday for Easter Sunday. 1 
often think it would be good if we could make every Saturday a preparation for Sunday,— 
getting our hearts ready, putting away unnecessary thoughts, doing any little bits of work 
we can beforehand $o as to lighten our work on Sunday. But the great thing is that our 
hearts should be at rest, and this they can be even in the midst of hurry and worry and 
anxiety. *IVhen He giveth quietness, who then can make trouble ?* 


EASTER SUNDAY. 


All is joy and gladness now, after the sorrow and stillness of the previous week, — 
*Christ is risen,” and we are risen with Him. Remember that the true Christian's life is a 
* bright resurrection life.” You must be full of joy and gladness, only your joy must be 7: 
Him. Tt is spring now on the earth. The birds are singing, the sweet flowers are coming 
up; and your heart must sing for Jesus, and your life must be beautiful for Him. He is 
waiting for you at His Holy Table,—waiting to feed you x..a precious, heavenly food. 
Come then with humble, penitent, thankful hearts. St. Peter did not go away from Jesus 
because he had sinned against Him; why, then, should you? Come and ask Him to for- 
give you; tell Him how you grieve for not having loved Him more; ask Him to show 
you how to serve Him, how to make every hour of your hard-working day what He would 
like it to be. Ask Him to show you how to help others to know and love Him ; how to 
take His messages to them as the holy women did to His disciples (St. John, xx. 17. 
St. Matt. xxviii. 7, 8). He is $till the same Jesus that you read of in the Gospel,—s0 
kind, $0 gentle, yet hating sin and untruth ; ask Him to make you hate them too, that you 
may be all His own here, and also for evermore in the happy Easter which, through His 


infinite mercy, we $hall keep with Him above.

plans. And it is only from the careful study of works professedly delinea- 
ting the nature and history of Missions, that these views or these results 
can be obtained. Mere speculation. however ingenious—and unassisted 
zeal, however pure and ardent, will often betray us into errors which a 
reference to such works might have prevented; and, besides, what can be 
8upposed more likely to invigorate the exertions, and elevate the hopes, of 
the Christian, than the examples of the great and good men that have pre- 
ceded him. and the testimony which their lives afford to the all-sufficiency 
of Divine grace? To communicate more generally a knowledge of the 
contents of the Library, the Committee recommend that a Catalogue of 
the Books be printed along with this Report. 


We are sorry to observe that the amount subscribed this year is less 
than our average annual «um. While we suspect the deficiency is partl 
owing to remissness in our Members, we must. at the same time, wake al- 
lowance for the establishment of another Missionary Society in connection 
with the University. We hail this as a token for good; and we congratu- 
late our Sister Association. on her having been «0 s00n privileged to fur- 
nish a labourer ſor the vineyard of the Lord, 


In conclusion. we would earnestly call upon all our Fellow-Students to 
be up and be doing. The dawn is now rapidly advancing. which we trust 
is destined to usher in the resplendent day of the Sun of Righteousness, 
and how hall we defend the sincerity of our love to Jesus, if we shrink 
from the labours to which that day imperatively calls us? It is no excuse 
to say that we have little in our power; for the servant who had received 
one talent, was exprected to have made as great a proportional improvement, 
of it as he who had received five. But, indeed. let us feel the riches of the 
Gospel, an{ the awſul condition of those who are living without hope and 
without God in the world, and let grace be shed abroad in our hearts, and 
there is little fear of our faith slumbering in indolent indifference.

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REPORT FOR 1840-41. 


Taz Committee beg to submit their EtcuTgrxT#Y ANNUAL ReyortT. 


During the past Session the Meetings of the Society have been held, as 
usual, every fortnight. The attendance has been in general full. and the 
Committee notice with pleasure the regularity with which the majority of 
the Members have come forward. From this circumstanee, and ſrom the 
total ab>ence of Giscussion which has fortunately been enjoyed, the Com- 
mittee would again earnestly recommend that the Meetings be held weekly. 
This measure was long ago urged upon us by our brethren in the other 
Universities, and their experience warrants us to expect the most beneficial 
results. From the claims of the other Societies with which most of the 
Students are connected, the Committee could scarcely expect an Fs8ay to 
be brought torward at each Meeting, but they conceive, were each alternate 
Meeting devoted exclusively to prayer, and the reading of Missionary In- 
telligence, the practice would, under the Divine blessing, essentia!ly pro- 
mote the interests of piety, and of an active Missionary zeal. 


The Historical character of the Essays read last year in the Society, has 
not been pfeserved in those delivered this Session ; but, while this may be 
to a certain extent a matter of regret. the Committee were unwilling to im- 
pose any avoidable restrictions upon the voluntary labours of the Members, 
and contented themselves with merely recommending a historical character.

A pleasing cor: ezpond« nee has t'1is yerr been maintained with the kinCred 
Societies in the other Universities in Sectland, We are happy tv perceive 
the prominent part which the Students in Edinburgh and Glasgow have 
taken :—May God grant that they way be enabled to persevere, and to feel 
within themselves the unspeak:ble value of that Gospel. the knowledge of 
which they are labouring to diffuse! The Students of Aberdeen inform us 
likewise of a great extension of their As*ociation, which. we are happy to 
see, has been attended with the most s2!/utary results. May the zeal of all 
of us burn more and more, being fed with Divine grace; and may we strive 
to be more abundant thin ever in labuurs of Christian lore ! 


The constitution of the Society has again been materially altered ; it be- 
ing now required, in addition to previvusly establiched qualifications, that 
notice be given at a previous mecting of the intention to propose any gen- 
tleman as a Member; and that, when voted for, he be approved of by a 
very large majority. While it is hoped that these provisions will exclude 
no person of real value to our Society, it is als6 hoped that they will enable 
the Society to be more discriminating in the admission of Members. 


Though considerable attention was paid in the beginnivg of the Session 
to the Library. the Committee regret to say that its advantages have as yet 
been but little appreciated, or its valuable contents coneulted, 1 hey wou!d
